SECTION A— GENERAL 

1. Purpose and Scope. This Regul^ion pro- 
vides a ready reference of laws and Executive 
Orders to pertain to safeguarding military infor- 
mation. The laws and orders cited herein are 
applicable to the Air Force, and, pcept as noted 
in paragraphs 38 and 54, the functions and^powers 
vested in the Secretary of the Army byjihe stat- 
utes and Executive Orders enumerated herein are 
likewise vested in the Secretary of the Air Force. 

SECTION B— ESPIONAGE 

2. Gathering, Transmitting, or Losing De- 
fense Information: 

a. Whoever, for the purpose of obtaining in- 
formation respecting the national defense with 
intent or reason to believe that the information 
is to be used to the injury of the United States, 
or to the advantage of any foreign nation, goes 
upon, enters, flies over, or otherwise obtains in- 
formation concerning any vessel, aircraft, work 
of defense, navy yard, naval station, submarine 
base, fueling station, fort, battery, torpedo sta- 
tion, dockyard, canal, railroad, arsenal, camp. 


factory, mine, telegraph, telephone, wii^less, or 
signal station, building, office, research laboratopr 
or station or other place connected with the 
national defense owned or constructed, or m prog- 
ress of construction by the United States or un- 
der the control of the United States, or of any 
of its officers, departments, or agencies, or imtfnn 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the United btates, 
or any place in which any vessel, aircraft, 
arms, munitions, or other materials or instra- 
ments for use in time of war are being made, 
prepared, repaired, stored, or are the subject oi 
research or development, under any contract or 
agreement with the United States, or any depart- 
ment or agency thereof, or with any person on 
behalf of the United States, or otherwise on be- 
half of the United States, or any prohibited place 
so designated by the President by proclamation 
in time of war or in case of national emergency 
in which anything for the use of the Army, Navy, 
or Air Force is being prepared or constructed 
or stored, information as to which prohibited 
place the President has determined would be 
prejudicial to the national defense , or 

b. Whoever, for the purpose aforesaid, and 
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with like intent or reason to believe, copies, takes, 
makes, or obtains, or attempts to copy, take, 
make, or obtain, any sketch, photograph, photor 
graphic negative, blueprint, plan, map, model, 
instrument, appliance, document, writing, or note 
of anything connected with the national defense ; 
or 

c. Whoever for the purpose aforesaid, re- 
ceives or obtains or agrees or attempts to receive 
or obtain from any person, or from any source 
whatever, any document, writing, code book, sig- 
nal book, sketch, photograph, photographic nega- 
tive, blueprint, plan, map, model, instrument, 
appliance, or note, of anything connected with 
the national defense, knowing or having reason 
to believe, at the time he receives or obtains, or 
agrees or attempts to receive or obtain it, that 
it has been or will be obtained, taken, made, or 
disposed of by any person contrary to the pro- 
visions of this paragraph ; or 

d. Whoever, lawfully having possession of, 
access to, control over, or being entrusted with 
any document, writing, code book, signal book, 
sketch, photograph, photographic negative, blue- 
print, plan, map, model, instrument, appliance, 
or note relating to the national defense, or in- 
formation relating to the national defense which 
information the possessor has reason to believe 
could be used to the injury of the United States 
or to the advantage of any foreign nation, will- 
fully communicates, delivers, transmits or causes 
to be communicated, delivered, or transmitted or 
attempts to communicate, deliver, transmit or 
cause to be communicated, delivered or trans- 
mitted the same to any person not entitled to 
receive it, or willfully retains the same and fails 
to deliver it on demand to the officer or em- 
ployee of the United States entitled to receive it; 
or 

e. Whoever, having unauthorized possession 
of, access to, or control over any document, writ- 
ing, code book, signal book, sketch, photograph, 
photographic negative, blueprint, plan, map, 
model, instrument, appliance, or note relating to 
the national defense, or information relating to 
the national defense which information the pos- 
sessor has reason to believe could be used to the 
injury of the United States or to the advantage 
of any foreign nation, willfully communicates, 
delivers, transmits or causes to be communicated, 
delivered, or transmitted, or attempts to commu- 
nicate, deliver, transmit or cause to be commu- 
nicated, delivered, or transmitted the same to any 
person not entitled to receive it, or willfully re- 
tains the same and fails to deliver it to the of- 
ficer or employee of the United States entitled 
to receive it; or 

f. Whoever, being entrusted with or having 


lawful possession or control of any document, 
writing, code book, signal book, sketch, photo- 
graph, photographic negative, blueprint, plan, 
map, model, instrument, appliance, note, or in- 
formation relating to the national defense: 

(1) Through gross negligence permits the 
same to be removed from its proper 
place of custody or delivered to any- 
one in violation of his trust, or to be 
lost, stolen, abstracted, or destroyed, 
or 

(2) Having knowledge that the same has 
been illegally removed from its proper 
place of custody or delivered to any- 
one in violation of his trust, or lost, 
or stolen, abstracted, or destroyed, 
and fails to make prompt report of 
such loss, theft, abstraction, or de- 
struction to his superior officer — 

Shall be fined not more than $10,000 or impris- 
oned not more than ten years, or both. 

g. If two or more persons conspire to violate 
any of the foregoing provisions of this paragraph, 
and one or more of su6h persons do any act to 
effect the object of the conspiracy, each of the 
parties to such conspiracy shall be subject to the 
punishment provided for the offense which is the 
object of such conspiracy. 

(See Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 736), as 
amended; 18 U.S.C. 793.) 

3. Gathering or Delivering Defense Infor- 
mation to Aid Foreign Government: 

a. Whoever, with intent or reason to believe 
that it is to be used to the injury of the United 
States or to the advantage of a foreign nation, 
communicates, delivers, or transmits, or attempts 
to communicate, deliver, or transmit, to any for- 
eign government, or to any faction or party or 
military or naval force within a foreign country, 
whether recognized or unrecognized by the United 
States, or to any representative, officer, agent, 
employee, subject, or citizen thereof, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, any document, writing, code 
book, signal book, sketch, photograph, photo- 
graphic negative, blueprint, plan, map, model, 
note, instrument, appliance, or information re- 
lating to the national defense, shall be punished 
by death or by imprisonment for any term of 
years or for life. 

b. Whoever, in time of war, with intent that 
the same shall be communicated to the enemy, 
collects, records, publishes, or communicates, or 
attempts to elicit any information with respect 
to the movement, numbers, description, condi- 
tion, or disposition of any of the Armed Forces, 
ships, aircraft, or war materials of the United 
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States, or with respect to the plans or conduct, 
or supposed plans or conduct of any naval or 
milLi^ operations, or with respect to any worics 
or measures undertaken for or connected with, 
or intended for the fortification or defense of any 
place, or any other information relating to the 
Lblic defense, which might be useful to the 
raemy, shall be punished by death or by im- 
prisonment for any term of years or for life. 

c If two or more persons conspire to vio- 
late any of the foregoing provisions of this para- 
graph and one or more of such persons do any 
Lt to effect the object of the conspiracy, each 
of the parties to such conspiracy shall be subject 
to the punishment provided for the offense which 
is the object of such conspiracy. 

(See Act of June 25 , 1948 (p Stat. 737) ; 18 
use 794, as amended by Act of June 80, 1958 
(67Stat. 133), 18 U.S.C. 798, and by the Espio- 
nage and Sabotage Act of 1954, Act of September 
3, 1954 (68 Stat. 1219) .) 

4. Harboring or Concealing Persons. Who- 
ever harbors or conceals any person who he 
knows, or has reasonable grounds to believe or 
suspect, has committed, or is about to commit, 
an offense under the statutes cited in Paragraphs 
2 or 3, shall be fined not more than 110,000 
imprisoned not more than ten years or both (See 
Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 736) ; 18 U.S.C. 
792.) 

5. Period of Limitation. An indictment for 
any violation of the Statutes cited in paragraphs 
2 3 or 4 other than a violation constituting a 
capital offense, may be found at any ^hin 
ten years next after such violation shall have 
been committed. This paragraph shall not au- 
thorize prosecution, trial, or punishment for any 
offense now barred by the provisions of exiting 
law. (See section 19, Subversive Activities Con- 
trol Act of 1950, Act of Sep 23, 1^950 (64 Stat. 
1005) ; 18 U.S.C. 792, as amended by Communist 
Contrd Act of 1954, Act of August 24, 1954, 
Public Law 637— 83rd Congress.) 

6. Control of “Restricted Data” Informa- 
tion: 

a. Definition. The term “Restricted Data” 
means all data concerning (1) design, manufac- 
ture, or utilization of atomic weapons; (2) the 
production of special nuclear material; or (3) 
the use of special nuclear material in the pro- 
duction of energy, but shall n^ include data 
declassified or removed from the Restricted Data 
category pursuant to c below. 

b. Policy. It shall be the policy of the 
(Atomic Energy) Commission to control the dis- 


semination and declassification of Restricted 
Data in such a manner as to assure the common 
defense and security. Consistent with such 
policy, the Commission shall be guided by the 
following principles; 

(1) Until effective and enforceable in- 
ternational safeguards against the use 
of atomic energy for destructive pur- 
poses have been established by an 
international arrangement, there shall 
be no exchange of Restricted Data 
with other nations except as author- 
ized by e below; and 

(2) The dissemination of scientific and 
technical information relating to 
atomic energy should be permitted 
and encouraged so as to provide that 
free interchange of ideas and criticism 
which is essential to scientific and 
industrial progress and public under- 
standing and to enlarge the fund of 
technical information. 

c. Classification and Declassification of Re- 
stricted Data. 

(1) The Commission shall from time to 
time determine the data, within the 
definition of Restricted Data, which 
can be published without undue risk 
to the common defense and security 
and shall thereupon cause such data 
to be declassified and removed from 
the category of Restricted Data. 

(2) The Commission shall naaintain a 
continuous review of Restricted Data 
and of any Classification Guides is- 
sued for the guidance of those in the 
atomic energy program with respect 
to the areas of Restricted Data which 
have been declassified in order to de- 
termine which information may be 
declassified and removed from the 
category of Restricted Data without 
undue risk to the common defense 
and security. 

(3) In the case of Restricted Data which 
the Commission and the Department 
of Defense jointly determine to re- 
late primarily to the military utiliza- 
tion of atomic weapons, the determi- 
nation that such data may be pub- 
lished without constituting an un- 
reasonable risk to the common de- 
fense and security shall be made by 
the Commission and the Department 
of Defense jointly, and if the Com- 
mission and the Department of De- 
fense do not agree, the determination 
shall be made by the President. 
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(4) The Commission shall remove from 
the Restricted Data category such 

t data as the Commission and the De- 

^ partment of Defense jointly deter- 

mine relates primarily to the mili- 
tary utilization of atomic weapons 
and which the Commission and De- 
partment of Defense jointly deter- 
mine can be adequately safeguarded 
as defense information; Provided, 
however, That no such data so re- 
moved from the Restricted Data cate- 
gory shall be transmitted or other- 
wise made available to any nation or 
regional defense organization, ■ while 
such data remains defense informa- 
tion, except pursuant to an agree- 
ment for cooperation entered into in 
accordance with e(2) below. 

(5) The Commission shall remove from 
the Restricted Data category such 
information concerning the atomic 
energy programs of other nations as 
the Commission and the Director of 
Central Intelligence jointly determine 
to be necessary to carry out the pro- 
visions of section 102 (d) of the 
National Security Act of 1947, as 
amended, and can be adequately 
safeguarded as defense information. 

d. Department of Defense Participation. 
The Commission may authorize any of its em- 
ployees, or employees of any contractor, pros- 
pective contractor, licensee or prospective li- 
censee of the Commission to permit any employee 
of an agency of the Department of Defense or of 
its contractors, or any member of the Armed 
Forces to have access to Restricted Data re- 
quired in the performance of his duties and so 
certified by the head of the appropriate agency 
of the Department of Defense or his designee: 
Provided, however. That the head of the appro- 
priate agency of the Department of Defense or 
his designee has determined, in accordance with 
the established personnel security procedures and 
standards of such agency, that permitting the 
member or employee to have access to such Re- 
stricted Data will not endanger the common de- 
fense and security: And provided further. That 
the Secretary of Defense finds that the estab- 
lished personnel and other security procedures 
and standards of such agency are adequate and in 
reasonable conformity to the standards estab- 
lished by the Commission under f below. 

e. International Cooperation. 

- (ll The President may authorize the 

^ Commission to cooperate with another 


nation and to communicate to that 
nation Restricted Data on — 

(a) refining, purification, and subse- 
quent treatment of source material ; 

(b) reactor development; 

(c) production of special nuclear ma- 
terial ; 

(d) health and safety; 

(e) industrial and other applications of 
atomic energy for peaceful pur- 
poses; and 

(f) research and development relating 
to the foregoing: 

Provided, however. That no such co- 
operation shall involve the communi- 
cation of Restricted Data relating to 
the design or fabrication of atomic 
weapons: And provided further. That 
the cooperation is undertaken pur- 
suant to an agreement approved by 
the President and submitted to tbe 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy, 
or is undertaken pursuant to an agree- 
ment existing on 30 August 1954. 

(2) The President may authorize the 
Department of Defense, with the as- 
sistance of the Commission, to co- 
■ operate with another nation or with 
a regional defense organization to 
which the United States is a party, 
and to communicate to that nation or 
organization such Restricted Data as 
is necessary to — 

(a) the development of defense plans; 

(b) the training of personnel in the em- 
ployment of and defense against 
atomic weapons; and 

(c) the evaluation of the capabilities 
of potential enemies in the employ- 
ment of atomic weapons, 

while such other nation or organiza- 
tion is participating with the United 
States pursuant to an international 
arrangement by substantial and ma- 
terial contributions to the mutual de- 
fense and security: Provided, how- 
ever, That no such cooperation shall 
involve communication of Restricted 
Data relating to the design or fabri- 
cation of atomic weapons except with 
regard to external characteristics, in- 
cluding size, weight, and shape, yields 
and effects, and systems employed in 
the delivery or use thereof but not 
including any data in these categories 
unless in thi^ joint judgment of the 
Commission and the Department of 
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Defense such data will not reveal im- 
portant information concerning the 
design or fabrication of the nuclear 
components of an atomic weapon. 

And provided further, That the co- 
operation is undertaken pursuant to 

an agreement approved by the Presi- 
dent and submitted to the Joint Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy. 

f. Restrictions. 

(1) No arrangement shall be made, no 
contract shall be made 
in effect, and no license shall be issu^ 
under terms of the Atomic Ener^ 

Act of 1954, unless the person with 
whom such arrangement is made, the 
contractor or prospective contracto^ 
or the prospective licensee agrees in 
writing not to permit any indiv^ual 
to have access to Restricted Data 
until the Civil Service Commission 
shall have made an investigabon and 
report to the Commission on the char- 
acter, associations, and loyalty of 
such individual, and the pmmi^ion 
shall have determined that permit- 
ting such person to have access to 
Restricted Data will not endanger the 
common defense and security. 

(2) Except as authorized by the Com- 

^ ^ mission or the General Manager upon 
a determination by the Coinmission 
or General Manager that such action 
is clearly consistent with the national 
interest, no individual shall be em- 
ployed by the Commission nor shall 
the Commission permit any i^div^ual 
to have access to Restricted Da 
until the Civil Service Commission 
shall have made an investigation and 
report to the Commission on the char- 
acter, associations, and loyalty _ of 
such individual, and the pmmission 
shall have determined that permit- 
ting such person to have access to 
Restricted Data will not endanger the 
common defense and security. 

(31 In the event an investigation made 
pursuant to (1) and (2) above de- 
velops any data reflecting that the 
individual who is the subject of the 
investigation is of (^estionable 
loyalty; the Civil Service Commission 
shall refer the matter to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation for the con- 
duct of a full field investigation, the 
results of which shall be furnished to 
the Civil Service Commission tor its 
information and appropriate action. 


(41 If the President deems it to be in 
the national interest, he may from 
time to time cause investigations of 
any group or class which 
bv^(l) and (2) above be made by the 
Federal Bureau of Investig^ion in- 
stead of by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. . . 

(5) Notwithstanding the ° 

subparagraphs (1) and above, 
majority of the members of the Com- 
mission shall certify those specific po- 
tions which are of a high degree of 
importance or sensitivity and upon 
such certification the investigation 
and reports required by such provi- 
sions sLll be made by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation instead of by 
the Civil Service Commission. 

(61 The Commission shall establish stand- 
^ ards and specifications in writing as 
to the scope and extent of investig - 
tions to be made by the 
Commission pursuant to (.1) ana 
above. Such standards and specifica- 
tions shall be based on the location 
and class or kind of work to be done, 
and shall, among other considerations, 
take into account the degree of im- 
portance to the common defuse and 
security of the Restricted Data to 
which access will be permitted. 

g. General Provisions. 

(11 The provisions of subparagraphs b 
^ ^ through f above shall not exclude the 
applicable provisions of any other 
laws, except that no Government 
agency shall take any action under 
such other laws inconsistent with the 
provisions of those sections. 

(21 The Commission shall have no power 
to control or restrict the dissemina- 
tion of information other than is 
granted by this or any other law. 

h Communication of Restricted Data. Who- 
ever, lawfully or unlawfully, having PO^essmn 
of access to, control over, or being entrusted with 
any document, writing, sketch, Photo|raph^plan 
model, instrument, appliance, note, or irffom^wn 
involving or incorporating Restncted Data 

(1) communicates, transmits, or discloses 
the same to any individual or person, 
or attempts or conspires to do any

i. Receipt of Restricted Data. Whoever, 
with intent to injure the United States or with 
intent to secure an advantage to any foreign 
^ nation, acquires, or attempts or conspires to ac- 
quire any document, writing, sketch, photograph, 
[ plan, model, instrument, appliance, note, or in- 
formation involving or incorporating Restricted

I lating to atomic energy, conducted by the United 
t States, or financed in whole or in part by Federal 

■ funds, or conducted with the aid of special nu- 

I clear material, shall be punished by death or im- 

‘ prisonment for life (but the penalty of death or 

imprisonment for life may be imposed only upon 
recommendation of the jury) , or by a fine of not 
more than $20,000 or imprisonment for not more 
than twenty years, or both. 

k. Disclosure of Restricted Data. Who- 
ever, being or having been an employee or mem- 
ber of the Commission, a member of the Armed 
Forces, an employee of any agency of the United 
States, or being or having been a contractor of 
the Commission or of an agency of the United 
States, or being or having b^een an employee of 
a contractor of the Commission or of an agency 


of the United States, or being or having been a 
licensee of the Commission, or being or having 
been an employee of a licensee of the Commis- 
sion, knowingly communicates, or whoever con- 
spires to communicate or to receive, any Re- 
stricted Data, knowing or having reason to be- 
lieve that such data is Restricted Data, to any 
person not authorized to receive Restricted Data 
pursuant to the provisions of the Atomic Energy 
Act of 1954 or under rule or regulation of the 
Commission issued pursuant thereto, knowing or 
having reason to believe such person is not so 
authorized to receive Restricted Data shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punishable by a fine of 
not more than $2,500. 

l. Statute of Limitations. Except for a capi- 
tal offense, no individual or person shall be prose- 
cuted, tried, or punished for any offense pre- 
scribed or defined in h through j above unless the 
indictment is found or the information is insti- 
tuted within ten years next after such offense 
shall have been committed. 

m. Other Laws. Provisions of h through 1 
above shall not exclude the applicable provisions 
of any other laws. 

(See sections llr, 141, 142, 143, 144, 145, 146, 
224, 225, 226, 227, 228, and 229, Atomic Energy 
Act of 1954, Act of August 30, 1954 (Public Law 
703, 83rd Congress).) 

7. Activities Affecting Armed Forces During 
War: 

a. Whoever, when the United States is at 
war, willfully makes or conveys false reports or 
false statements with intent to interfere with the 
operation or success of the military or naval 
forces of the United States or to promote the 
success of its enemies; or whoever, when the 
United States is at war, willfully causes or at- 
tempts to cause insubordination, disloyalty, mu- 
tiny, or refusal of duty, in the military or naval 
forces of the United States, or willfully obstructs 
the recruiting or enlistment service of the United 
States, to the injury of the service of the United 
States, or attempts to do so, shall be fined not 
more than $10,000 or imprisoned not more than 
twenty years, or both. 

b. If two or more persons conspire to violate 
a above and one or more of such persons do any 
act to effect the object of the conspiracy, each of 
the parties to such conspiracy shall be punished 
as provided in a above. 

c. Whoever harbors or conceals any person 
who he knows, or has reasonable grounds to be- 
lieve or suspect, has committed, or is about to 
commit, an offense under this paragraph, shall 
be fined not more than $10,000 or imprisoned 
not more than ten years, or both. 
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(See 62 Stat. 811; 18 U.S.C. 2388; and 67 Stat. 
134; 18 U.S.C. 2391.) 

8. Certain Prohibited Acts; 

a It shall be unlawful for any officer or em- 
ployee of the United States or of any department 
or aeency thereof, or of any corporation the ^ock 
of which is owned in whole or in major part y 
the United States or any department or agency 
thereof, to communicate m any manner or Dy 
any means, to any other person whom such officer 
or employee knows or has reason to believe to be 
an agent or representative of any foreign govern- 
ment or an officer or member of any Communist 
organization as defined in paragraph (5) of sec- 
tion 3, Subversive Activities Control Act of 195U 
(64 Stat. 989) ; 50 U.S.C., 782, (Note: Subversive 
Activities Control Act of 1950 has been amended 
by the Communist Control Act of 1954) any in- 
fmmation of a kind which shall have been classi- 
fied by the President (or by the head of any such 
department, agency, or corporation ™ the ap- 
proval of the President) as affecting the security 
of the United States, knowing or having reason 
to know that such information has been so classi- 
fied, unless such officer or employee shall have 
been specifically authorized by the President, o 
bv the head of the department, agency, or corpo- 
riion by which this officer or employee is em- 
ployed, to make such disclosure of such informa- 
tion. 

b It shall be unlawful for any agent or 
representative of any foreign government, or &ny 
officer or member of any Communist organiza- 
tion as defined in paragraph (5) of section 3 
Subversive Activities Control Act of 1950) know 
ingly to obtain or receive, or attempt to obtain 
or receive, directly or indirectly, from any of- 
ficer or employee of the United States or of any 
department or agency thereof or of any corpora- 
tion the stock of which is owned in whole or in 
major part by the United States or any depart- 
ment or agency thereof, any 
kind which shall have been classified by the Presi- 
dent (or by the head of any such department, 
agency, or corporation with the approval of the 
President) as affecting the security of the United 
States, unless special authorization for such com- 
munication shall first have been obtained from 
the head of the department, agency, or corpora- 
tion having custody of or control over such infor- 
mation. 

c Any person who violates any provision of 
a or i) above, shall, upon conviction ther^f, be 
punished by a fine of not more than $10,UUU, or 
im prisonment for not more than ten years, or y 
both such fine and such imprisonment, and shall, 
moreover, be thereafter ineligible to hold any of- 


fice or place of honor, profit, or trust created 
by the Constitution or laws of the United States. 

(See section 4, Subversive Activities Control A^ 
of 1950, Act of September 23, W50 (64 Stat. 991) , 

50 U.S.C. 783 as amended by Commumst Control 
Act of 1954, Act of August 24, 1954, Public Law 
637— 83rd Congress.) 

9. Disclosure of Information Concerning 
the Cryptographic Systems and 
tion Intelligence Activities of the United 

States ; 

a. Whoever knowingly and willfully com- 
municates, furnishes, transmits, or otherwise 
makes available to an unauthorized person, or 
publishes, or uses in any manner prejudicial to 
the safety or interest of the United States or for 
the benefit of any foreign government to the 
detriment of the United States any classified in- 
formation; 

(1) Concerning the nature, preparation, or 

use of any code, cipher, or 
graphic system of the United States 
or any foreign government; or 

(2) Concerning the design, construction, 
use, maintenance, or repair of any de- 
vice, apparatus, or appliance used or 
prepared or planned for use by the 
United States or any foreign govern- 
ment for cryptographic or communi- 
cation intelligence purposes; or 

(3) Concerning the communication intel- 
ligence activities of the United States 
or any foreign government; or 

(4) Obtained by the processes of com- 
munication intelligence from the com- 
munications of any foreign govern- 
ment, knowing the same to have been 
obtained by such processes. 

Shall be fined not more than $10,000 or impris- 
oned not more than ten years, or both. 

b. As used in a above — 

(1) The term “classified information” 
means information which, at the time of a viola- 
tion of this paragraph, is, for reasons of national 
security, specifically designated by ^ United 
States Government Agency for limited or re- 
stricted dissemination or distribution; 

(2) The terms “code,” “cipher,” and 
“cryptographic system” include in their mean- 
ings in addition to their usual meanings, any 
method of secret writing and any mechanical 
or electrical device or method used for the pur- 
pose of disguising or concealing the contents, 
significance, or meanings of communications; 
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(3) The term “foreign government” in- 
cludes in its meaning any person or persons act- 
ing or purporting to act for or on behalf of any 
faction, party, department, agency, bureau, or 
military force of or within a foreign country, or 
for or on behalf of any government or any per- 
son or persons purporting to act as a government 
within a foreign country, whether or not such 
government is recognized by the United States; 

(4) The term “communication intelli- 
gence” means all procedures and methods used 
in the interception of communications and the 
obtaining of information from such communica- 
tions by other than the intended recipients; 

(5) The term “unauthorized person” 
means any person who, or agency which, is not 
authorized to receive information of the cate- 
gories set forth in a above, by the President, or 
by the head of a department or agency of the 
United States Government which is expressly 
designated by the President to engage in com- 
munication intelligence activities for the United 
States. 

c. Nothing in this section shall prohibit the 
furnishing, upon lawful demand, of information 
to any regularly constituted committee of the 
Senate or House of Representatives of the United 
States of America, or joint committee thereof. 

(See Act of October 31, 1951 (65 Stat. 719) ; 18 
U.S.C. 798.) 

10. Prohibition of Payment of Annuities to 
Officers and Employees of the United States 
Convicted of Certain Offenses: Act of Septem- 
ber 1, 1954 (68 Stat. 1142) ; Public Law 769— 
83rd Congress, 1 September 1954, reads as fol- 
lows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Repr^entatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled. That there shall not 
be paid to any person convicted prior to, on, or 
after the date of enactment of this Act of any 
of the following offenses described in this section, 
or to the survivor or beneficiary of such person 
so convicted, for any period subsequent to the 
date of such conviction or the date of enactment 
of this Act, whichever is later, any annuity or 
retired pay on the basis of the service of such 
person as an officer or employee of the Govern- 
ment; 

(l)Any offense defined in * * * * chapter 
37 (relating to espionage and censorship), sec- 
tions 1700, 1702, 1703, 1704, 1705, 1706, 1707, 
1708, 1709, 1711, or 1712 of chapter 83 (relating 
to offenses involving the postal service), chapter 
105 (relating to sabotage), or chapter 115 (re- 
lating to treason, sedition, and subversive ac- 
tivities) of title 18 of the United States Code or 


in section 10 or 16 of the Atomic Energy Act of 
1946 (42 U.S.C ., secs. 1810 and 1816). (Note; 
Atomic Energy Act of 1946 has been amended 
by Atomic Energy Act of 1954.) 

(2) Any offense (not including any offense 
within the purview of section 13 of title 18 of the 
United States Code) which is a felony under 
the laws of the United States or of the District 
of Columbia (A) committed in the exercise of 
his authority, influence, power, or privileges as 
an officer or employee of the Government, or (B) 
committed after the termination of his service 
as an officer or employee of the Government but 
directly involving, directly resulting from, or 
directly relating to, the improper exercise of his 
authority, influence, power, or privileges during 
any period of his service as such an officer or 
employee. 

(3) Perjury committed under the laws of 
the United States or of the District of Columbia 
(A) in falsely denying the commission of an act 
which constitutes any of the offenses described 
in (1) or (2) above, (B) in falsely testifying 
before any Federal grand jury or court of the 
United States with respect to his service as an 
officer or employee of the Government, or (C) 
in falsely testifying before any congressional 
committee in connection with any matter under 
inquiry before such congressional committee; or 
subornation of perjury committed in connection 
with the false denial or false testimony of an- 
other person as specified in this paragraph. 

* * * * 

Sec. (a) There shall not be paid to any per- 
son who has failed or refused, or fails or refuses, 
prior to, on, or after the date of enactinent of 
this Act, upon the ground of self-incrimination, 
to appear, testify, or produce any book, paper, 
record, or other document, with respect to his 
service as an officer or employee of the Goveri^ 
ment or with respect to any relationship which 
he has had or has with a foreign government, 
in any proceeding before a Federal grand jury, 
court of the United States, or congressional com- 
mittee, or to the survivor or beneficiary of such 
person, for any period subsequent to the date 
of such failure or refusal of such person or the 
date of enactment of this Act, whichever is later, 
any annuity or retired pay on the basis of the 
service of such person as an officer or employee 
of the Government. 

(b) There shall not be paid any person 
who, prior to, on, or after the date of enactment 
of this Act, knowingly and willfully had made 
or makes any false, fictitious, or fradulent state- 
ment or representation, or who, prior to, on, or 
after such date, has concealed or conceals any 
material fact, with respect to his — 
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(1) past or present rafembership in, affilia- 
tion or association with, or support 
of the Communist Party, or any chap- 
ter, branch, or subdivision thereof, in 
or outside the United States, or any 
other organization, party, or group 
advocating (A) the overthrow, by 
force, violence, or other unconstitu- 
tional means, of the Government of 
the United States, (B) the establish- 
ment in the United States of a Com- 
munist totalitarian dictatorship, or 
(C) the right to strike against the 
Government of the United States; 

(2) conviction of any offense described in 
the first section of this Act; or 

(3) failure or refusal to appear, testify, 
or produce any book, paper, record, 
or other document as specified in 
subsection (a) of this section, 

for any period subsequent to the date of enact- 
ment of this Act or the date on which any 
such statement, representation, or concealment 
of fact is made or occurs, whichever is later, 
in connection with his application for an office 
or position in or under the executive, legislative, 
or judicial branch of the Government of the 
United States or the government of the District 
of Columbia, or to the survivor or beneficiary 
of such person, any annuity or retired pay on 
the basis of the service of such person as an 
officer or employee of the Government. 

* * * • 

Sec. 6. As used in this Act — 

(1) The term “officer or employee of the 
Government” includes an officer or employee in 
or under the legislative, executive, or judicial 
branch of the Government of the United States, 
a Member of or Delegate to Congress, a Resident 
Commissioner, an officer or employee of the gov- 
ernment of the District of Columbia, and a 
member or former member of the Armed Forces 
of the United States, including the Regular and 
Reserve components thereof, the Fleet Reserve, 
the Fleet Marine Corps Reserve, the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, and the Public Health Service. 

* • * * 

(3) The term “retired pay” means retired 
pay, retirement pay, retainer pay, or equivalent 
pay (other than any benefit provided under laws 
administered by the Veterans Administration), 
payable under any law of the United States to 
members or former members of the Armed Forces 
of the United States, including the Regular and 
Reserve components thereof and the Fleet Re- 
serve and the Fleet Marine Corps Reserve, the 


Coast and Geodetic Survey, and the Public 
Health Service. The term “retired pay” does 
not include the retired pay, retirement pay, re- 
tainer pay, or equrvafent pay of any persoo to 
whom any such pay has been awarded or granted 
prior to the date of enactment of this Act insofar 
as concerns the conviction of such person, prior 
to such date, of any offense specified in the first 
section of this Act, or the commission by such 
person, prior to such date, or any violation of 
section 2 of this Act. 

Sec. 7. This Act shall not be construed as 
restricting authority under any other provision 
of law to deny or withhold benefits authorized 
by law. 

Sec. 8. The President may drop from the rolls 
any member of the Armed Forces, including the 
Regular and Reserve componente thereof, the 
Fleet Reserve, and the Fleet Marine Corps Re- 
serve, and any member of the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey or of the Public Health Service, who is 
deprived of retired pay under the provisions of 
this Act. 

* * * * 

NOTE; The provisions of Public Law 769 
should be brought to the attention of all Air 
Force personnel. Any individual who believes 
he might be prohibited from receiving retired or 
retirement pay under this law should contact 
the staff judge advocate for further interpreta- 
tion of Public Law 769. 

SECTION C— PHOTOGRAPHING, 
SKETCHING, MAPPING, ETC., 
DEFENSIVE INSTALLATIONS 

11. Photographing and Sketching Defense 
Installations: 

a. Whenever, in the interests of national 
defense, the President defines certain vital mili- 
tary and naval installations or equipment as re- 
quiring protection against the general dissemina- 
tion of information relative thereto, it shall be 
unlawful to make any photograph, sketch, pic- 
ture, drawing, map, or graphical representation 
of such vital military and naval installations 
or equipment without first obtaining permission 
of the commanding officer of the military or naval 
post, camp, or station, or naval vessels, military 
and naval aircraft, and any separate military 
or naval command concerned, or higher authority, 
and promptly submitting the product obtained to 
such commanding officer or higher authority for 
censorship or such other action as he may deem 
necessary. 

b. Whoever violates the statute cited in this 
paragraph shall be fined not more than $1,000 
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or imprisoned not more than one year, or both. ( 
(See Act of June 25, 1948. (62 Stat. 737) ; 18 
U.S.C. 795.) 

12. Use of Aircraft For Photographing De- 
fense Installations: Whoever uses or permits the 
use of an aircraft or any contrivance used or 
designed for navigation or flight in the f or 

the purpose of making a photograph, sketch, 
picture, drawing, map, or graphical ^^senta- 
tion of vital military or naval installations or 
equipment in violation of the statute m 

paragraph 11 shall be fined not more than $1,000 
or imprisoned not more than one year, or both. 

(See Act of June 25, 1948. (62 Stat. 738) ; 18 
U.S.C. 796.) 

13. Publication and Sale of Photographs of 
Defense Installations: 

On and after 30 days from the da.te upon which 
the President define^ any vital 
installation or equipment as being 
category contemplated in the statute “ 

paraVaph 11, whoever reproduces, publishes, 
sells or gives away any photograph, sketch, pic- 
ture, drawing, map, or graphical representatira 
of the vital military or naval installations or 
equipment so defined, 

permission of the commanding ofiicer of the mili- 
tary or naval post, camp, or station concerned, 
or higher authority, unless such photograph, 
sketch, picture, drawing, map, 
resentation has clearly indicated thereon that it 
has been censored by the proper military or naval 
authority, shall be fined not more than $r,WU 
or imprisoned not more than one year, ot 
(S ee Act of June 25, 1948. (62 Stat. 738) , 18 
U.S.C. 797.) 

14. Definition of Certain Vital Militair and 
Naval Installations and Equipment: ^p e- 

mentation of sections 795 and 797, title 18, 
United States Code (see Paragraphs 11 and id), 
the President, by Executive Order 10104 1 Feb- 
ruary 1950, defined the following as vital mili- 
tary and naval installations or equipment re- 
quiring protection against the general dissemina- 
tion of information relative thereto: 

a. All military, naval, or Air Force installa- 
tions and equipment which are now classified, 
designated, or marked under the authority or 
at the direction of the President, the Secretary 
of Defense, the Secretary of the Army, the Sec- 
rptarv of the Navy, or the Secretary of the Air 
?orc? as ‘TOP SECRET,” “SECRET,” “CON- 
FIDENTIAL,” or “RESTRICTED” and all 
military, naval, or Air Force installations arid 
equipment which may hereafter be so classified. 


designated, or marked with the approval or at 
the direction of the President, and located within . 

(1) Any military, naval, or Air Force 
reservation, post, arsenal, prwing 
ground, range, mine field, camp, base, 
airfield, fort, yard, station, district, or 
area. 

(2) Any defensive sea area heretofore es- 
tablished by Executive Order and not 
subsequently discontinued by Execu- 
tive Order, and any defensive sea area 
hereafter established under authority 
of section 2152 of title 18 of the 
United States Code. 

(3) Any airspace reservation heretofore 
or hereafter established under au- 
thority of section 4 of the Air Com- 
merce Act of 1926 (44 Stat. 570 , 49 
U.S.C. 174) except the airspace reser- 
vation established by Executive Or- 
der 10092, 17 December 1949. 

(4) Any naval harbor closed to foreign 
vessels. 

(5) Any area required for fleet purposes. 

(6) Any commercial establishment en- 
gaged in the development or manufac- 
ture of classified military or naval 
arms, munitions, equipment, design, 
ships, aircraft, or vessels for the 
United States Army, Navy, or Air 
Force. 

b. All military, naval, or Air Force aircraft, 
weapons, ammunitions, vehicles, ships, vessels, 
instruments, engines, manufacturing inachinery, 
tools, devices, or any other equipment whatso- 
ever, in the possession of the Army, Navy, or 
Air Force or in the course of expenmentation, 
development, manufacture, or delivery for the 
Army, Navy, or Air Force which are now classi- 
fied, designated, or marked under the authority 
or at the direction of the President the Secretary 
of Defense, the Secretary of the Army, the Sec- 
TPtarv of the Navy, or the Secretary of the Air 
“TOP SECRET,-' “SECRET, “ “CON- 
FIDENTIAL,” or “RESTRICTED, ^ud all 
such articles, materials, or equipment which may 
hereafter be so classified, designated, or mark^ 
with the approval or at the direction of the 
President. 

c. All official military, naval, or Air Force 

■ books, pamphlets, documents, reports, maps, 
charts, plans, designs, models, drawmgs,^ photo- 
graphs, contracts, or specifications which are 

■ now marked under the authority or at tM direc- 
tion of the President, the Secretary of Defense, 

I the Secretary of the Army, the Secretai^ of the 

I Navy, or the Secretary of the 

“TOP SECRET,” “SECRET,” “CONFIDEN- 
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TIAL,” or ’’RESTRICTED,” and all such ar- 
ticles or equipment which may hereafter be so 
marked with the approval or at the direction 
of the President. (NOTE: “RESTRICTED” 
category has been abolished by Executive Order 
10501, 5 Nov. 1953.) 


15. Jurisdiction. The provisions of the Stat- 
utes cited in paragraphs 11, 12 and 13 shall ap- 
ply within the admiralty and maritime jurisdic- 
tion of the United States and on the high seas, 
as well as within the United States. (See Act 
of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 736) ; 18 U.S.C. 791.) 

16. Panama Canal Zone. Section 15 of title 
2, Canal Zone Code approved 12 December 1941 
(Act of December 12, 1941 (55 Stat. 798) ) 48 
U.S.C. 1337) confers upon the Governor of the 
Panama Canal the authority to make, pd from 
time to time alter and amend, regulations pro- 
hibiting or restricting: 

a. The making of any photograph, sketch, 
drawing, map, or graphical representation of, 
within or upon any such part or feature of the 
Panama Canal, or any such area, object, in- 
stallation, or structure within the Canal Zone; 
and 

b. The possession of any camera within any 
area or areas in the Canal Zone which the Gov- 
ernor may designate: Provided, however, that 
no regulation made pursuant to authority con- 
tained in this paragraph shall apply to activities 
of the kind covered by this paragraph which 
are conducted or performed by persons in the 
service or employ of the United States in the 
course of their official duties. The amendment 
makes punishable by fine, imprisonment, or both, 
violation of regulations established thereunder. 
Pursuant to the foregoing law, the Governor of 
the Panama Canal has issued regulations pro- 
hibiting the photographing of certain areas, ob- 
jects, or structures, establishing areas within 
which photographing is prohibited, and establish- 
ing certain - areas wdthin which the possession 
of cameras is prohibited. 


17. Photographing, Sketching, Mapping, 
Etc., Military or Naval Reservations, Proper* 
ties, or Equipment, Etc., as Unlawful. Who- 
ever, except in performance of duty or employ- 
ment in connection with the national defense, 
shall knowingly and willfully make any sketch, 
photograph, photographic negative, blueprint, 
plan, map, model, copy, or other representation 
of any navy yard, naval station, or of any mili- 
tary post, fort, camp, station, arsenal, airfield, or 
other military or naval reservation, or place used 
for national defense purposes by the Department 
of the Army or Navy Department, or of any 


vessel, aircraft, installation, equipment, or other 
property whatsoever, located within any such 
post, fort, camp, arsenal, airfield, yard, station, 
reservation, or place, or in the waters adjacent 
thereto, or in any defensive sea area established 
in accordance with law; or whoever, except in 
performance of duty or employment in connec- 
tion with the national defense, shall knowingly 
and willfully make any sketch, photograph, 
photographic negative, blueprint, plan, map, 
model, copy, or other representation of any 
vessel, aircraft, installation, equipment, or other 
property relating to the national defense being 
manufactured or under construction or repair 
for or awaiting delivery to the Department of the 
Army or Navy Department or the government of 
any country whose defense the President deems 
vital to the defense of the United States under 
any contract or agreement with the United States 
or such country or otherwise on behalf of the 
United States or such country, located at the 
factory, plant, yard, storehouse, or other place of 
business of any contractor, subcontractor, or 
other person, or in the waters adjacent to any 
such place, shall be punished as provided in the 
statute cited in paragraph 19. (See section 1, 
Act of June 25, 1942 (56 Stat. 390) ; 50 U.S.C. 
App. 781, as amended by Public Law 46 — 83rd 
Congress, Act of June 4, 1953 (67 Stat. 41) ; 50 
U.S.C. App. 785.) 


18. Permission To Photograph, Sketch, 
Map, Etc. Notwithstanding the provisions of 
the statute cited in paragraph 17, the Secretary 
of the Army or the Secretary of the Navy is au- 
thorized, under such regulations as he may pre- 
scribe, to permit photographs, sketches, or other 
representations to be made when, in his opinion, 
the interests of national defense will not be ad- 
versely affected thereby. (See section 2, Act of 
June 25, 1942 (66 Stat. 391) ; 50 U.S.C. App. 782, 
as amended by Public Law 46 — 83rd Congress, 
Act of June 4, 1953 (67 Stat. 41); 50 U.S.C. 
App. 785.) 


19. Penalties for Violations. Any person 
found guilty of a violation of the statutes cited 
in paragraphs 17 and 18 above, shall, upon con- 
viction, be punished by a fine of not more than 
$1,000 or by imprisonment for not niore than 
one year, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 
(See section 3, Act of June 25, 1942 (56 Stat. 391) 
50 U.S.C. App. 783, as amended by Public Law 
46 — 83rd Congress, Act of June 4, 1953 (67 Stat. 
41) ; 50 U.S.C. App. 785.) 

20. Effective Dates of the Statutes Cited in 
Paragraphs 17 and 18. The statutes cited in 
paragraphs 17 and 18 shall be effective until six 
months after the termination of the national 
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emergency proclaimed by the President on De- 
cember 16, 1950 (Proc. 2914, 3 C.F.R., 1950 
Supp., p. 71). (See Public Law 46, 83rd Con- 
gress, Act of June 4, 1953 (67 Stat. 41) ; 50 U.S.C. 
App. 785.) 

(NOTE: The Statutes referred to above were 
still in effect as of the date of publication of this 
Regulation.) 

21. Regulation Under Act of June 25, 1942, 
as Amended by Public Law 46, 83rd Congress, 
Act of June 4, 1953; Paragraphs 17 through 
20 Hereof. The following regulation is promul- 
gated by the Secretary of the Air Force pur- 
suant to section 2, Act of June 25, 1942 (as 
amended by Public Law 46— 83rd Congress, x\ct 
of June 4, 1953) ; applicable to the Air Force by 
virtue of sec. 305(a) of the National Security 
Act of 1947, as amended (61 Stat. 495), and 
Transfer Order Number 40 promulgated thereun- 
der. (See paragraph 18 hereof) : 

a. Sketches, photographs, photographic neg- 
atives, blueprints, plans, maps, models, copies or 
other representations, may be made of any area, 
place, property, or thing, described in the Act 
of Congress approved 25 June 1942, supra, only 
upon the expressed permission of the Secretary 
or his authorized representative having jurisdic- 
tion of the subject matter. Such permission will 
be granted only if the interests of national de- 
fense will not be adversely affected thereby. 

b. The authorized representatives who may 
grant the necessary permission are: Any com- 
mander of a major air command. Office of Infor- 
mation Services, OSAF, or any commander of a 
base or installation. 

SECTION D— RADIO AND WIRE 
COMMUNICATION 

22. Unauthorized Publication or Use of 
Communications. No person receiving or as- 
sisting in receiving, or transmitting, or assisting 
in transmitting, any interstate or foreign commu- 
nication by wire or radio shall divulge or publish 
the existence, contents, substance, purport, ef- 
fect, or meaning thereof, except through author- 
ized channels of transmission or reception, to any 
person other than the addressee, his agent, or at- 
torney, or to a person employed or authorized 
to forward such communication to its destination, 
or to proper accounting or distributing oflBcers of 
the various communicating centers over which 
the communication may be passed, or to the 
master of a ship under whom he is serving, or in 
response to a subpoena issued by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, or on demand of other law- 
ful authority; and no person not being authorized 
by the sender shall intercept any communication 


and divulge or publish the existence, contents, 
substance, purport, effect, or meaning of such 
intercepted communication to any person; and 
no person not being entitled thereto shall re- 
ceive or assist in receiving any interstate or for- 
eign communication by wire or radio and use 
the same or any information therein contained 
for his own benefit or for the benefit of another 
not entitled thereto; and no person having re- 
ceived such intercepted communication or having 
become acquainted with the contents, substance, 
purport, effect, or meaning of the same or any 
part thereof, knowing that such information was 
so obtained, shall divulge or publish the exist- 
ence, contents, substance, purport, effect, or 
meaning of the same or any part thereof, or use 
the same or any information therein contained 
for his own benefit or for the benefit of another 
not entitled thereto: Provided, that this para- 
graph shall not apply to the receiving, divulging, 
publishing, or utilizing the contents of any radio 
communication broadcast, or transmitted by 
amateurs or others for the use of the general 
public; or relating to ships in distress. (See 
section 605, Act of June 19, 1934 (48 Stat. 1103); 
47 U.S.C. 605.) 

23. General Penalty. Any person who will- 
fully and knowingly does or causes or suffers to 
be done any act, matter, or thing, in the statutes 
cited in paragraphs 22, 25, and 26 prohibited or 
declared to be unlawful, or who willfully and 
knowingly omits or fails to do any act, matter, 
or thing in the statutes cited in paragraphs 22, 
25, and 26 required to be done, or willfully and 
knowingly causes or suffers such omission or 
failure, shall, upon conviction thereof, be pun- 
ished for such offense, for which no penalty (other 
than a forfeiture) is provided, by a fine of not 
more than $10,000 or by imprisonment for a term 
of not more than two years, or both. (See section 
501, Act of June 19, 1934 (48 Stat. 1100) ; 47 
U.S.C. 501 amended by Act of March 23, 1954 
(68 Stat. 30) ; 47 U.S.C. 501.) 

24. Violation of Rules, Regulations, Etc. 

Any person who willfully and knowingly violates 
any rule, regulation, restriction, or condition 
made or imposed by the Federal Communications 
Commission under authority of the Statutes cited 
in paragraphs 22, 25, and 26, or any rule, regu- 
lation, restriction, or condition made or imposed 
by any international radio or wire communica- 
tions treaty or convention, or regulations annexed 
thereto, to which the United States is or may 
hereafter become a party, shall, in addition to 
any other penalties provided by law, be punished, 
upon conviction thereof, by a fine of not more 
than $500 for each and every day during which 
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8Uch offense occurs. (See section 502, Act of 
June 19, 1934 (48 Stat. 1100) ; 47 U.S.C. 502.) 

25. Powers and Duties of Commission: 

a Except as otherwise provided in the Coni- 
munications Act of 1934, the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission from time to time, as PJ^oJic 
convenience, interest, or necessity requires, shall. 

“(m) (1) Have authority to suspend the 
license of any operator (radio) 
upon proof sufficient to satisfy 
the Commission that the licen-

see — 

“(C) has willfully damaged or per- 
mitted radio apparatus or in- 
stallations to be damaged; or 

“ (D) has transmitted superfluous ra- 
dio communications or signals 
» * * or has knowingly trans- 
mitted — 

“(1) false or deceptive signals or 
communications, or 

“ (2) a call signal or letter which has 

not been assigned by proper au- 
thority to the station he is op- 
erating; or 

“ (E) has willfully or maliciously in- 
terfered with any other^ radio 
communications or signals; 


« * *» 

(See section 303, Act of June 19, 1934 (48 Stat. 
1082) , as amended by sections 6 and 6 (a and b) , 
Act of May 20, 1937 (60 Stat. 190, 191 ; 47 TJ.S.C. 

303).) 

NOTE; The Rules and Regulations of the 
Federal Communications Commission also pro- 
hibit the acts mentioned above in this paragraph. 

b. On 14 June 1940, the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission issued a formal notice to all 
classes of commercial radio operators reading as 

follows: 

"On 10 June 1940, the Commission issued a 
warning specifically addressed to ship radio op- 
erators and ship station licensees against the 
transmission of superfluous, unnecessary or un- 
identified communications. The purpose of this 
notice is to emphasize the importance of strict 
compliance with the previous notice and at the 
same time to call attention specifically that the 
provisions of statute and, treaty prohibiting the 
transmission of superfluous, unnecessary or un- 
identified communications apply to all commer- 
cial operators as well as those communicating 

from ship stations. , . iu 

“The Radio Regulations annexed to the 
national Telecommunications Convention (At- 


lantic City, 1947) to which this 
party, and the Communications Act of 1934, 
specifically prohibit the transmission of super- 
fluous, unnecessary or unidentified communic 
tions. The Commission intends to uphold vigor- 
ously these provisions of law and treaty and will 
hold all commercial radio operators and station 
licensees strictly accountable for any violation. 

26. Powers of the President Under the 
CommunicaUons Act of 1934, as Amended: 

a. During the continuance of a war in which 
the United States is engaged, the 
authorized, if he finds it necessary Joj toe na- 
tional defense and secunty, to d^ect that such 
communications as in his judgment 
sential to the national defense and security shal 
have preference or priority with any carrier sub- 
ject to this chapter. He may give these directions 
at and for such times as he may determine, and 
may modify, change, suspend, or piiul them and 
for any such purpose he is authorized to issue or- 
ders directly, or through such person 
he designates for the purpose, or through the 
Commission. Any carrier complying v^^th 
such order or direction for preference or priority 
herein authorized shall be exempt from any and 
all provisions in existing law imposing civil or 
criminal penalties, obligations, or liabilities upon 
carriers by reason of giving preference or priority 
in compliance with such order or direction. 

b. It shall be unlawful for any person during 
any war in which the United States is engaged 
to knowingly or willfully, by physica force or 
intimidation by threats of physical (o^ce, ob- 
struct or retard or aid in obstmctmg or retarding 
interstate or foreign communication by radio or 
wire The President is authorized, whenever in his 
judgment the public interest requires, to employ 
the armed forces of the United States to prevent 
any such obstruction or retardation of communi- 
cation; Provided, That nothing m this section 
shall be construed to repeal, 
either section 17 of Title 15 or section 62 of Title 

29. 


c. Upon proclamation by the President that 
there exists war or a threat of war, or a state of 
public peril or disaster or other national emer- 
cency, or in order to preserve the neutrality of 
the United States, the President, if he deems it 
necessary in the interest of national security or 
defense, may suspend or amend, for such time as 
he may see fit, the rules and regulations applic- 
ahle to any or all stations or devices capable of 
emitting electromagnetic radiations within the 
jurisdiction of the United States as prescribed 
by the Commission, and may cause the closing 
of any station for radio communication, or any 
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device capable of emitting electromagnetic radia- 
tions between 10 kilocycles and 100,000 mega- 
cycles, which is suitable for use as a navigational 
aid beyond five miles, and the removal therefrom 
of its apparatus and equipment, or he may au- 
thorize the use or control of any such station or 
device and/or its apparatus and equipment, by 
any department of the Government under such 
regulations as he may prescribe upon just com- 
pensation to the owners. The authority granted 
to the President, under this subsection, to cause 
the closing of any station or device and the re- 
moval therefrom of its apparatus and equipment, 
or to authorize the use or control of any station 
or device and/or its apparatus and equipment, 
may be exercised in the Canal Zone. 

d. Upon proclamation by the President that 
there exists a state or threat of war involving the 
United States, the President, if he deems it neces- 
sary in the interest of the national security and 
defense, may, during a period ending not later 
than six months after the termination of such 
state or threat of war and not later than such 
earlier date as the Congress by concurrent resolu- 
tion may designate, (1) suspend or amend the 
rules and regulations applicable to any or all 
facilities or stations for wire communication 
within the jurisdiction of the United States as 
prescribed by the Commission, (2) cause the 
closing of any facility or station for wire com- 
munication and the removal therefrom of its 
apparatus and equipment, or (3) authorize the 
use or control of any such facility or station and 
its apparatus and equipment by any department 
of the Government under such regulations as he 
may prescribe, upon just compensation to the 
owners. 

e. The President shall ascertain the just 
compensation for such use or control and certify 
the amount ascertained to Congress for appro- 
priation and payment to the person entitled 
thereto. If the amount so certified is unsatis- 
factory to the person entitled thereto, such per- 
son shall be paid only 75 per centum of the 
amount and shall be entitled to sue the United 
States to recover such further sum as added to 
such payment of 75 per centum will make such 
amount as will be just compensation for the use 
and control. Such suit shall be brought in the 
manner provided by paragraph 20 of section 41 
of Title 28, or by section 250 of Title 28. 

f. Nothing in c or d above shall be construed 
to amend, repeal, impair, or affect existing laws 
or powers of the States in relation to taxation 
or the lawful police regulations of the several 
States, except wherein such laws, powers, or regu- 
lations may affect the transmission of Govern- 
ment communications, or the issue of stocks and 
bonds by any communication system or systems. 


g. Nothing in c or d above shall be con- 
strued to authorize the President to make any 
amendment to the rules and regulations of the 
Commission which the Commission would not be 
authorized by law to make; and nothing in d 
above shall be construed to authorize the Presi- 
dent to take any action the force and effect of 
which shall continue beyond the date after which 
taking of such action would not have been au- 
thorized, 

h. Any person who willfully does or causes 
or suffers to be done any act prohibited pursuant 
to the exercise of the President’s authority under 
this paragraph, or who willfully fails to do any 
act which he is required to do pursuant to the 
exercise of the President’s authority under this 
paragraph, or who willfully causes or suffers such 
failure, shall, upon conviction thereof, be pun- 
ished for such offense by a fine of not more than 
$1,000 or by imprisonment for not more than 
one year, or both, and, if a firm partnership, 
association, or corporation, by fine of not more 
than $5,000, except that any person who com- 
mits such an offense with intent to secure an 
advantage to any foreign nation, shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of not 
more than $20,0Q0 or by imprisonment for not 
more than twenty years, or both. 

(See section 606, Act of June 19, 1934 (48 Stat. 
1104), as amended; 47 U.S.C. 606.) 

NOTE: In the interpretation of the foregoing 
statutory provisions, the date 25 July 1947 shall 
be deemed to be the date of the termination of 
any state of war heretofore declared by the 
Congress. 

(See section 3, Joint Resolution of 25 July 1947 
(61 Stat. 451).) 

On 16 December 1950, the President declared 
that a national emergency existed. 

(See Proc. No. 2914; 15 F. R. 9029; Sec. 1, AF

SECTION F— OFFENSES AGAINST POSTAL 
SERVICE 

27. Obstruction of Correspondence. Who- 
ever takes any letter, postal card or package out 
of any post office or any authorized depository for 
mail matter, or from any letter or mail carrier, 
or which has been in any post office or authorized 
depository, or in the custody of any letter or 
mail carrier, before it has been delivered to the 
person to whom jt was directed, with design to 
obstruct the correspondence, or to pry into the 
business or secrets of another, or opens, secretes, 
embezzles, or destroys the same, shall be fined 
not more than $2,000 or imprisoned not more 
than five years, or both. (See Act of June 25, 
1948 (62 Stat. 778) ; 18 U.S.C. 1702.) 
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28. Theft or Receipt of Stolen Mail Matter 
Generally: 

a. Whoever steals, takes, or abstracts, or 
by fraud or deception obtains, or attempts so to 
obtain, from or out of any mail, post office, or 
station thereof, letter box, mail receptacle, or 
any mail route or other authorized depository 
for mail matter or from a letter or mail carrier, 
any letter, postal card, package, bag, or mail, or 
abstracts or removes from any such letter, pack- 
age, bag, or mail any article or thing contained 
therein or secretes, embezzles, or destroys any 
such letter, postal card, package, bag, or mail, 
or any article or thing contained therein; or 

b. Whoever steals, takes, or abstracts, or by 
fraud or deception obtains any letter, postal 
card, package, bag, or mail, or any article or 
thing contained therein which has been left for 
collection upon or adjacent to a collection box or 
other authorized depository of mail matter; or 

c. Whoever buys, receives, or conceals, or 
unlawfully has in his possession, any letter, postal 
card, package, bag, or mail, or any article or 
thing contained therein, which has been so stolen, 
taken, embezzled or abstracted, as herein de- 
scribed, knowing the same to have been stolen, 
taken, embezzled or abstracted — 

d. Shall be fined not more than $2,000 or 
imprisoned not more than five years, or both. 

(See Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 779) ; 18 
U.S.C. 1708.) 

29. Letters and Writings as Nonmailable; 
Opening Letters : 

a. Every letter, writing, circular, postal card, 
picture, print, engraving, photograph, newspaper, 
pamphlet, book, or other publication, matter or 
thing, in violation of sections 499, 506, 793, 794, 
915, 954, 956, 957, 960, 964, 1017, 1542, 1543, 
1544, or 2388 of title 18, United States Code, or 
which contains any matter advocating or urging 
treason, insurrection, or forcible resistance to 
any law of the United States, is nonmailable and 
shall not be conveyed in the mails or delivered 
from any post office or by any letter carrier. 

b. Whoever uses or attempts to use the mails 
or Postal Service of the United States for the 
transmission of any matter declared by this para- 
graph to be nonmailable, shall be fined not more 
than $5,000 or imprisoned not more than ten 
years, or both. 

c. No person other than a duly authorized 
employee of the Dead Letter Office, or other per- 
son upon a search warrant authorized by law, 
shall open any letter not addressed to himself. 

(See Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 782) ; 18 
U.S.C. 1717.) 


30. Offenses Begun in One District and 
Completed in Another: 

a. Except as otherwise expressly provided 
by enactment of Congress, any offense against 
the United States begun in one district and com- 
pleted in another, or committed in more than one 
district, may be inquired of and prosecuted in 
any district in which such offense was begun, 
continued or completed. 

b. Any offense involving the use of the 
mails, or transportation in interstate or foreign 
commerce, is a continuing offense and, except as 
otherwise expressly provided by enactment of 
Congress, may be inquired of and prosecuted in 
any district from, through, or into which such 
commerce or mail matter moves. 

(See Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 826) ; 18 
U.S.C. 3237.) 

SECTION F— TRADING WITH THE 
ENEMY ACT OF 1917 

31. Acts Prohibited. It shall be unlawful: 

a. For any person in the United States, 
except with the license of the President, granted 
to such person, or to the enemy, or ally of enemy, 
as provided in this Act, to trade, or attempt to 
trade, either directly or indirectly, with, to, or 
from, or for, or on account of, on behalf of, or 
for the benefit of, any other person, with knowl- 
edge or reasonable cause to believe that such 
other person is an enemy or ally of enemy, or is 
conducting or taking part in such trade, directly 
or indirectly, for, or on account of, or on behalf 
of, or for the benefit of, an enemy or ally of 
enemy. 

b. For any person, except with the license 
of the President, to transport or attempt to trans- 
port into. or from the United States, or for any 
owner, master, or other person in charge of a 
vessel of American registry to transport or at- 
tempt to transport from any place to any other 
place, any subject or citizen of an enemy or ally 
of enemy nation, with knowledge or reasonable 
cause to believe that the person transported or 
attempted to be transported is such subject or 
citizen. 

c. For any person (other than a person in 
the service of the United States Government or 
of the Government of any nation, except that 
of an enemy or ally of enemy nation, and other 
than such persons or classes of persons as may 
be exempted hereunder by the President or by 
such person as he may direct), to send, or take 
out of, or bring into the United States, any letter 
or other writing or tangible form of communica- 
tion, except in the regular course of the mail; 
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and it shall be unlawful for any person to send, 
take, or transmit out of the United States, any 
letter or other writing, book, map, plan, or other 
paper, picture, or any telegram, cablegram, or 
wireless message, or other form of communica- 
tion intended for or to be delivered, directly or 
indirectly, to an enemy or ally of enemy: Fro- 
vided, however, that any person may send, take, 
or transmit out of the United States anything 
herein forbidden if he shall first submit the same 
to the President, or to such officer as the Presi- 
dent may direct, and shall obtain the license or 
consent of the President, under such rules and 
regulations, and with such exemptions, as shall 
be prescribed by the President. 

d Whenever, during the present war, the 
President shall deem that the public safety de- 
mands it, he may cause to be censored under 
such rules and regulations as he may from time 
to time establish, communications by mail, cable, 
radio or other means of transmission passing 
between the United States and any foreign coun- 
try he may from time to time specify, or which 
may be carried by any vessel or other means of 
transportation touching at any port, place, or ter- 
ritory of the United States and bound to or from 
any foreign country. Any person who willfully 
evades or attempts to evade the submission of 
any such communication to such censorship or 
willfully uses or attempts to use any code or other 
device for the purpose of concealing from such 
censorship the intended meaning of such com- 
munication shall be punished as provided in Sec- 
tion 16 of this Act. 

(See section 3, Act of October 6, 1917 (40 Stat. 
412) ; 50 U.S.C. App. 3.) 

SECTION G — COORDINATION OF 

FEDERAL REPORTING SERVICES 

32. Unlawful Disclosure of Informrtion; 
Tenalties; Release of Information to Other 
Agencies; 

a. In the event that any information ob- 
-tained in confidence by a Feder^ agency is re- 
leased by that agency to another Federal agency , 
•all the provisions of law, (including penalties) 
'which relate to the unlawful disclosure of any 
such information shall apply to the officers and 
•employees of the agency to which such informa- 
diion is released to the same extent and in the 
same manner as such provisions apply to the 
officers and employees of the agency which ong- 
inafiv obtained mfoTmauon; and the oaa&rs 
.and employees of the agency to which the in- 
formation is released shall in addition be sub- 
jected to the same provisions of law (including 
jpenalties) jrelating to the unlawful disclosure of 


such information as if the information had been 
collected directly by such agency. 

b. Information obtained by a Federal agency 
from any person or persons may, pursuant to this 
paragraph, be released to any other Federal 
agency only if: 

(1) The information shall be released in 
the form of statistical totals or sum- 
maries; or 

(2) The information as supplied by per- 
sons to a Federal agency shall not, at 
the time of collection, have been de- 
clared by that agency or by any su- 
perior authority to be “Confidential”; 
or 

(3) The persons supplying the informa- 

V tion shall consent to the release of it 

to a second agency by the agency to 
which the information was originally 
supplied; or 

(4) The Federal agency to which another 
Federal agency shall release the in- 
formation has authority to collect the 
information itself and such authority 
is supported by legal provision for 
criminal penalties against persons 
failing to supply such information. 

(See section 4, Act of December 24, 1942 (56 
Stat. 1079); 5 U.S.C. 139b.) 

SECTION H— OFFENSES AGAINST 

OPERATIONS OF GOVERNMENT 

32. False Personation; Officer or Employee 
of United States. Whoever falsely assumes or 
pretends to be an officer or employee acting un- 
der the authority of the United States or any 
department, agency, or officer thereof, and acts 
as such, or in such pretended character demands 
or obtains any money, paper, document, or thing 
of value, shall be fined not more than $1,000 
or imprisoned not more than three years, or 
both. (See Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 742) ; 
18 U.S.C. 912.) 

34. Embezzlement and Theft; Public 
Money, Property, or Records ; 

a. Whoever embezzles, steals, purloins, or 
knowingly converts to his use or the use of an- 
other, or without authority sells, conveys, or 
disposes of any record, voucher, money, or thing 
of value of the United States or of any depart- 
ment or azmty zLereoi. or any property or 
beins made under contract for the United States 
or any department or agency thereof ; or 

b. Whoever receives, conceals, or retains the 
same with intent to convert it to his use or gain. 
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knowing it to have been embezzled, stolen, pur- 
loined or converted 

Shall be fined not more than $10,000 or im- 
prisoned not more than ten years, or both; but 
if the value of such property does not exceed the 
sum of $100, he shall be fined not more than 
$1,000 or imprisoned not more than one year, 
or both. 

c. The word “value” means face, par, or 
market value, or cost price, either wholesale or 
retail, whichever is greater. 

(See Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 725) ; 18 
U.S.C. 641.) 

d. A person charged with receiving or con- 
cealing stolen property may be tried either be- 
fore or after the trial of the principal offender. 

(See Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 831) ; 18 
U.S.C. 3435.) 

35. Malicious Mischief; Government Prop- 
erty or Contracts. Whoever willfully injures or 
commits any depredation against any property 
of the United States, or of any department or 
agency thereof, or any property which has been 
or is being manufactured or constructed for the 
United States, or any department or agency 
thereof, shall be punished as follows: If the 
damage to such property exceeds the sum of 
$100, by a fine of not more than $10,000 or 
imprisonment for not more than ten years, or 
both, if the damage to such property does not 
exceed the sum of $100, by a fine of not more 
than $1,000 or by imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or both. (See Act of June 25, 
1948 (62 Stat. 764); 18 U.S.C. 1361.) 

36. Sabotage; Fortifications, Harbor De- 
fenses, or Defensive Sea Areas; 

a. Whoever willfully trespasses upon, in- 
jures, or destroys any of the works or property 
or material of any submarine mine or torpedo 
or fortification or harbor defense system owned 
or constructed or in process of construction by 
the United States; or 

b. Whoever willfully interferes with the op- 
eration or use of any such submarine mine, 
torpedo, fortification, or harbor defense system; 
or 

c. Whoever knowingly, willfully, or wantonly 
violates any duly authorized and promulgated or- 
der or regulation of the President governing per- 
sons or vessels within the limits of defensive sea 
areas, which the President, for purposes of na- 
tional defense, may from time to time establish 
by Executive order 

Shall be fined not more than $5,000 or imprisoned 
not more than five years, or both. 


(See Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 799) ; 18 
U.S.C. 2152.) 

37. Entering Military, Naval, or Coast 
Guard Property; 

a. Whoever, within the jurisdiction of the 
United States, goes upon any military, naval, or 
Coast Guard reservation, post, fort, arsenal, yard, 
station, or installation, for any purposes pro- 
hibited by law or lawful regulation; or 

b. Whoever reenters or is found within any 
such reservation, post, fort, arsenal, yard, station, 
or installation, after having been removed there- 
from or ordered not to reenter by any officer or 
person in command or charge thereof 

Shall be fined not more than $500 or imprisoned 
not more than six months or both. 

(See Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 765) ; 18

38. Restrictions in Military Areas and 
Zones. Whoever, contrary to the restrictions ap- 
plicable thereto, enters, remains in, leaves, or 
commits any act in any military area or military 
zone prescribed under the authority of an Execu- 
tive order of the President, by the Secretary of 
the Array, or by any military commander desig- 
nated by the Secretary of the Army, shall, if it 
appears that he knew or should have known of the 
existence and extent of the restrictions or order 
and that his act was in violation thereof, be fined 
not more than $5,000 or imprisoned not more 
than one year, or both. (See Act of June 25, 
1948 (62 Stat. 765) ; 18 U.S.C. 1383.) 

NOTE: Functions and powers provided herein 
are vested solely in the Secretary of the Army. 

39. Security Regulations and Orders and 
Penalty for Violation Tbereof; 

a. Whoever willfully shall violate any such 
regulation or order as, pursuant to lawful au- 
thority, shall be or has been promulgated or ap- 
proved by the Secretary of Defense, or by any 
military commander designated by the Secretary 
of Defense, or by the Director of the National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, for the pro- 
tection or security of military or naval aircraft, 
airports, airport facilities, vessels, harbors, ports, 
piers, waterfront facilities, bases, forts, posts, 
laboratories, stations, vehicles, equipment, explo- 
sives, or other property or places subject to the 
jurisdiction, administration, or in the custody of 
the Department of Defense, any Department or 
agency of which said Department consists, or any 
officer or employee of said Department or agency, 
or of the National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics or any officer or employee thereof, relat- 
ing to fire hazards, fire protection, lighting, ma- 
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chinery, guard service, disrepair, disuse or other 
unsatisfactory conditions thereon, or the ingress 
thereto or egress or removal of persons therefrom, 
or otherwise providing for safeguarding the pme 
against destruction, loss, or injury by accident 
or by enemy action, sabotage or other subversive 
actions, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be liable to a fine 
of not to exceed $5,000 or to imprisonment for 
not more than one year, or both. Every such 
regulation or order shall be posted in conspicuous 
and appropriate places. (See section 21, Sub- 
versive Activities Control Act of 1950, Act of 
September 23, 1950 (64 Stat. 1005) ; 50 U.S.C. 
797 as amended by Communist Control Act of 
1954, Act of August 24, 1954, Public Law 637— 
83rd Congress.) 

b. The following is quoted from Department 
of Defense Directive No. 5200.8, dated 20 August 
1954, signed by the Secretary of Defense: 

AUTHORITY OF MILITARY COM- 
MANDERS UNDER THE INTERNAL 
SECURITY ACT OF 1950 TO ISSUE 
SECURITY ORDERS AND REGULA- 
TIONS FOR THE PROTECTION OF 
PROPERTY OR PLACES UNDER 
THEIR COMMAND. 

a. “The following military commanders 
are hereby designated as having the author- 
ity to promulgate the necessary regulations 
pursuant to subparagraph a above: 

“Commanding officers of all military 
reservations, posts, camps, stations, or 
installations subject to the jurisdiction, 
administration, or in the custody of the 
Department of the Army; commanding 
officers of all naval ships, stations, ac-

c. “Regulations issued pursuant hereto 
shall be posted in a conspicuous and ap- 
propriate place, and shall make appropriate 
citation of this designation and the Public 
Law under which the designation is made.”

Who- 
ever, other than a diplomatic or consular officer 
or attache, acts in the United States as an agent 
of a foreign government without prior notifica- 
tion to the Secretary of State, shall be fined not 
more than $5,000 or imprisoned not more than 
ten years, or both.

SECTION J— OFFENSES AGAINST

45. Private Correspondence With Foreign 
Governments. Any citizen of the United States, 
wherever he may be, who, without authority of 
the United States, directly or indirectly com- 
mences or carries on any correspondence or in- 
tercourse with any foreign government or any 
officer or agent thereof, with intent to influence 
the measures or conduct of any foreign govern- 
ment or of any officer or agent thereof, in relation 
to any disputes or controversies with the United 
States, or to defeat the measures of the United 
States, shall be fined not more than $5,000 or 
imprisoned not more than three years, or both. 
This paragraph shall not abridge the right of a 
citizen to apply, himself or his agent, to any for- 
eign government or the agents thereof for redress 
of any injury which he may have sustained from 
such government or any of its agents or subjects. 
(See Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 744) ; 18 
U.S.C. 953.) 

SECTION K— WILLFUL DESTRUCTION, 

ETC., OF WAR AND DEFENSE MATE- 
RIALS, PREMISES, AND UTILITIES 

46. Definitions; 

a. The words “w^ar material” include arms, 
armament, ammunition, livestock, forage, forest 
products and standing timber, stores of clothing, 
air, water, food, foodstuffs, fuel, supplies, muni- 
tions, and all articles, parts or ingredients, in- 
tended for, adapted to, or suitable for the use of 
the United States or any associate nation, in con- 
nection with the conduct of war or defense activi- 
ties. 

b. The words “war premises” include all 
buildings, grounds, mines, or other places wherein 
such war material is being produced, manufac- 
tured, repaired, stored, mined, extracted, dis- 
tributed, loaded, unloaded, or transported, to- 
gether with all machinery and appliances therein 
contained; and all forts, arsenals, navy yards, 
camps, prisons, or other installations of the 


Armed Forces of the United States, or any asso- 
ciate nation. • 

c. The words “war utilities” include all rail- 
roads, railways, electric lines, roads of whatever 
description, any railroad or railway fixture, canal, 
lock, dam, wharf, pier, dock, bridge, building, 
structure, engine, machine, mechanical contriv- 
ance, car, vehicle, boat, aircraft, airfields, air 
lanes, and fixtures or appurtenances thereof, or 
any other means of transportation whatsoever, 
whereon or whereby such w^ar material or any 
troops of the United States, or of any associate 
nation, are being or may be transported either 
within the limits of the United States or upon the 
high seas or elsewhere; and all air-conditioning 
systems, dams, reservoirs, aqueducts, water and 
gas mains and pipes, structures and buildings, 
whereby or in connection with which air, water, 
or gas is being furnished, or may be furnished, to 
any war premises or to the Armed Forces of the 
United States, or any associate nation, and all 
electric light and power, steam or pneumatic 
power, telephone and telegraph plants, poles, 
wires, and fixtures, and wireless stations, and the 
buildings connected with the maintenance and 
operation thereof used to supply air, water, light, 
heat, power, or facilities of communication to any 
war premises or to the Armed Forces of the 
United States, or any associate nation. 

d. The words “associate nation” mean any 
nation at war with any nation with which the 
United States is at war. 

e. The words “national-defense material” in- 
clude arms, armament, ammunition, livestock, 
forage, forest products and standing timber, stores 
of clothing, air, water, food, foodstuffs, fuel, sup- 
plies, munitions, and all other articles of what- 
ever description and any part or ingredient 
thereof intended for, adapted to, or suitable for 
the use of the United States in connection with 
the national defense or for use in or in connec- 
tion with the producing, manufacturing, repair- 
ing, storing, mining, extracting, distributing, load- 
ing, unloading, or transporting of any of the ma- 
terials or other articles hereinbefore mentioned 
or any part or ingredient thereof. 

f. The words “national-defense premises” 
include all buildings, grounds, mines, or other 
places wherein such national-defense material is 
being produced, manufactured, repaired, stored, 
mined, extracted, distributed, loaded, unloaded, 
or transported, together with all machinery and 
appliances therein contained; and all forts, ar- 
senals, navy yards, camps, prisons, or other in- 
stallations of the Armed Forces of the United 
States. 

g. The words “national-defense utilities” in- 
clude all railroads, railways, electric lines, roads 
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of whatever description, railroad or railway fix- 
ture, canal, lock, dam, wharf, pier, dock, bridge, 
building, structure, engine, machine, mechanical 
contrivance, car, vehicle, boat, aircraft, airfields, 
air lanes, and fixtures or appurtenances thereof, 
or any other means of transportation whatso- 
ever, whereon or whereby such national-defense 
material, or any troops of the United States, are 
being or may be transported either within the 
limits of the United States or upon the high seas 
or elsew'here; and all air-conditioning systems, 
dams, reservoirs, aqueducts, water and gas mains 
and pipes, structures, and buildings, whereby or 
in connection with which air, water, or gas may 
be furnished to any national-defense premises 
or to the Armed Forces of the United States, 
and all electric light and power, steam or pneu- 
matic power, telephone and telegraph plants, 
poles, wires, and fixtures and wireless stations, 
and the buildings connected with the maintenance 
and operation thereof used to supply air, water, 
light, heat, power, or facilities of communica- 
tion to any national-defense premises or to the 
Armed Forces of the United States. 

(See Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 799) ; 18 
U.S.C. 2155, as amended by Espionage and Sabo- 
tage Act of 1954, Act of September 3, 1954, Pub- 
lic Law 777 — 83rd Congress (68 Stat. 1216).) 

47. Destruction of War Material, War 
Premises, or War Utilities. Whoever, when the 
United States is at war, or in times of national 
emergency as declared by the President or by 
the Congress, with intent to injure, interfere with, 
or obstruct the United States or any associate 
nation in preparing for or carrying on the war or 
defense activities, or, with reason to believe that 
his act may injure, interfere with, or obstimct the 
United States or any associate nation in pre- 
paring for or carrying on the war or defense 
activities, willfully injures, destroys, contami- 
nates or infects, or attempts to so injure, destroy, 
contaminate or infect any war material, war 
premises, or war utilities, shall be fined not more 
than $10,000 or imprisoned not more than thirty 
years, or both. (Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 
799) ; 18 U.S.C. 2153 as amended by Espionage 
and Sabotage Act of 1954, Act of September 3, 
1954, Public Law 777 — 83rd Congress (68 Stat. 
1216).) 

48. Production of Defective War Material, 
War Premises, or War Utilities. Whoever, 
when the United States is at war, or in times of 
national emergency as declared by the President 
or by the Congress, with intent to injure, inter- 
fere with, or obstruct the United States or any 
associate nation in preparing for or carrying on 
the war or defense activities, or, with reason to 
believe that his act may injure, interfere with. 


or obstruct the United States or any associate 
nation in preparing for or carrying on the war 
or defense activities, willfully makes, constructs, 
or causes to be made or constructed in a defective 
manner, or attempts to make, construct, or cause 
to be made or constructed in a defective manner 
any war material, war premises, or war utilities, 
or any tool, implement, machine, utensil, or re- 
ceptacle used or employed in making, producing, 
manufacturing, or repairing any such war ma- 
terial, war premises, or war utilities, shall be fined 
not more thkn $10,000 or imprisoned not more 
than thirty years, or both. (Act of June 25, 1948 
(62 Stat. 799) ; 18 U.S.C. 2154, as amended by 
Espionage and Sabotage Act of 1954, Act of 
September 3, 1954, Public Law 777 — 83rd Con- 
gress (68 Stat. 1216).) 

49. Destruction of National-Defense Mate- 
rials, National-Defense Premises, or National- 
Defense Utilities. Whoever, with intent to in- 
jure, interfere with, or obstruct the national 
defense of the United States, willfully injures, 
destroys, contaminates, or infects, or attempts to 
so injure, destroy, contaminate or infect any 
national-defense material, national-defense prem- 
ises, or national-defense utilities, shall be fined 
not more than $10,000 or imprisoned not more 
than ten years, or both. (Act of June 25, 1948 
(62 Stat. 799) ; 18 U.S.C. 2155, as amended by 
Espionage and Sabotage Act of 1954, Act of 
September 3, 1954, Public Law 777 — 83rd Con- 
gress (68 Stat. 1216).) 

50. Production of Defective National- 
Defense Material, National-Defense Premises, 
or National-Defense Utilities. Whoever, with 
intent to injure, interfere with, or obstruct the 
national defense of the United States, willfully 
makes, constructs, or attempts to make or con- 
struct in a defective manner, any national-de- 
fense material, national-defense premises or na- 
tional-defense utilities, or any tool, implement, 
machine, utensil, or receptacle used or employed 
in making, producing, manufacturing, or repair- 
ing any such national-defense material, national- 
defense premises or national-defense utilities, 
shall be fined not more than $10,000 or im- 
prisoned not more than 10 years, or both. (Act 
of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 799) ; 18 U.S.C, 2156, 
as amended by Espionage and Sabotage Act of 
1954, Act of September 3, 1954, Public Law 777 — 
83rd Congress (68 Stat. 1216) .) 

51. Conspiracy To Violate Statutes Cited in 
Paragraphs 47, 48, 49, and 50. If two or more 
persons conspire to violate the Statutes cited in 
paragraphs 47, 48, 49, and 50, and one or more 
of such persons do any act to effect the object of 
the conspiracy, each of the parties to such con-

spiracy shall be punished as provided in the 
Statutes cited in paragraphs 47, 48, 49, and 50. 
(Act of June 25, 1948 (68 Stat. 799) ; 18 U.S.C.

September 3, 1954, Public Law 777 — 83rd Con- 
gress (68 Stat.

SECTION L— WAR OFFENSES 

52. Aiding the Enemy. Any person who: 

a. Aids, or attempts to aid, the enemy with 
arms, ammunition, supplies, money, or other 
things; or 

b. Without proper authority, knowingly har- 
bors or protects or gives intelligence to, or com- 
municates or corresponds with or holds any 
intercourse with the enemy, either directly or in- 
directly 

Shall suffer death or such other punishment as a 
court-martial or militaiy commission may direct. 

(See Uniform Code of Military Justice, Article 
104.) 

53. Spies. Any person who in time of war is 
found lurking as a spy or acting as a spy in or 
about any place, vessel, or aircraft, within the 
control or jurisdiction of any of the Armed Forces 
of the United States or in or about any shipyard, 
any manufacturing or industrial plant, or any 
place or institution engaged in work in aid of 
the prosecution of the war by the United States, 
or elsewhere, shall be tried by a general court- 
martial or by a military commission and on 
conviction shall be punished by death. (See Uni- 
form Code of Military Justice, Article 106.) 

SECTION M— MILITARY AREAS, ETC. 

54. Executive Order 9066. The order reads 
as follows: 

AUTHORIZING THE SECRETARY OF WAR 

TO PRESCRIBE MILITARY AREAS 

Whereas the successful prosecution of the war 
requires every possible protection against espio- 
nage and against sabotage to national-defense 
utilities as defined in section 4, act of April 20, 
1918, 40 Stat. 533, as amended by the act of 
November 30, 1940, 54 Stat. 1220, and the act of 
August 21, 1941, 55 Stat. 655 (title 50, U.S.C. , 
sec 104). . 

Now, Therefore, by virtue of the authority 
vested in me as President of the United States, 
and Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy, 
I hereby authorize and direct the Secretary of 
War, and the Military Commanders whom he 
may from time to time designate, whenever he 
or any designated Commander deems such action 
necessary or desirable, to prescribe military areas 


in such places and of such extent as he or the 
appropriate Military Commander may determine, 
from which any or all persons niay be excluded, 
and with respect to which, the right of any per- 
son to enter, remain in, or leave shall be subject 
to whatever restrictions the Secretary of War 
or the appropriate Military Commander may 
impose in his discretion. The Secretary of War 
is hereby authorized to provide for residents of 
any such area who are excluded therefrom, such 
transportation, food, shelter, and other accom- 
modations as may be necessaiy, in the judgment 
of the Secretary of War or the said Military 
Commander, and until other arrangements are 
made, to accomplish the purpose of this order. 
The designation of military areas in any region 
or locality shall supersede designations of pro- 
hibited and restricted areas by the Attorney (jcn- 
eral under the Proclamations of December 7 and 
8, 1941, and shall supersede the responsibility 
and authority of the Attorney General under the 
said Proclamations in respect of such prohibited 
and restricted areas. 

I hereby further authorize and direct the Sec- 
retary of War and the said Military Commanders 
to take such other steps as he or the appro- 
priate Military Commander may deem advisable 
to enforce compliance with the restrictions appli- 
cable to each Military area hereinabove au- 
thorized to be designated, including the use of 
Federal troops and other Federal agencies, with 
authority to accept assistance of state and local 
agencies. 

I hereby further authorize and direct all Ex- 
ecutive Departments, independent establishments 
and other Federal agencies, to assist the Secre- 
tary of War or the said Military Commanders 
in carrying out this Executive Order, including 
the furnishing of medical aid, hospitalization, 
food, clothing, transportation, use of land, shelter, 
and other supplies, equipment, utilities, facilities 
and services. 

This order shall not be construed as modifying 
or limiting in any way the authority heretofore 
granted under Executive Order No. 8972, dated 
December 12, 1941, nor shall it be construed as 
limiting or modifying the duty and responsibility 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 'with 
respect to the investigation of alleged acts of 
sabotage or the duty and responsibility of the 
Attorney General and the Department of Justice 
under the Proclamations of December 7 and 8, 
1941, prescribing regulations for the conduct and 
control of alien enemies, except as such duty 
and responsibility is superseded by the designa- 
tion of military areas hereunder.

defense utilities: 

Now, Therefore, by virtue of the authority 
vested in me as President of the United States, 
and Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy 
of the United States, I hereby authorize and 
direct the Secretary of War, whenever he deems 
such action to be necessary or desirable, and the 
Secretary of the Navy, whenever he deems such 
action to be necessary or desirable, to establish 
and maintain military guards and patrols, and 
to take other appropriate measures, to protect 
from injury or destruction national-defense ma- 
terial, national-defense premises, and national- 
defense utilities, as defined in the act of April 
20, 1918, 40 Stat. 533, as amended by the act of 
November 30, 1940, 54 Stat. 1220, and the act of 
August 21, 1941, 55 Stat, 655. 

This order shall not be construed as limiting 
or modifying the duty and responsibility of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, Department of 
Justice, with respect to the investigation of al- 
leged acts of sabotage.

SECTION N— LOYALTY AND SECURITY 

56. Executive Order 10450, as Amended 
by Executive Orders 10491, 10531, 10548, 
and 10550. The order as amended reads as 
follows: 

SECURITY REQUIREMENTS FOR 
GOVERNMENT EMPLOYMENT 

Whereas the interests of the national security 
require that all persons privileged to be employed 
in the departments and agencies of the Govern- 
ment shall be reliable, trustworthy, of good con- 
duct and character, and of complete and unswerv- 
ing loyalty to the United States; and 

Whereas the American tradition that all per- 
sons should receive fair, impartial, and equitable 
treatment at the hands of the Government re- 
quires that all persons seeking the privilege of 
employment or privileged to be employed in the 
departments and agencies of the Government be 
adjudged by mutually consistent and no less than 
minimum standards and procedures among the 
departments and agencies governing the employ- 
ment and retention in employment of persons in 
the Federal service: 

Now, Therefore, by virtue of the authority 
vested in me by the Constitution and statutes of 
the United States, including Section 1753 of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States (5 U.S.C. 
631) ; the Civil Service Act of 1883 (22 Stat. 
403; 5 U.S.C. 632, et seq .) ; Section 9A of the act 
of August 2, 1939, 53 Stat. 1148 (5 U.S.C. 118 j) ; 
and the act of August 26, 1950, 64 Stat. 476 (5 
U.S.C. 22-1 et seq.), and as President of the 
United States, and deeming such action neces- 
sary in the best interests of the national security, 
it is hereby ordered as follows: 

Section 1. In addition to the departments and 
agencies specified in the said act of August 26, 
1950, and Executive Order No. 10237 of April 
26, 1951, the prbvisions of that act shall apply 
to all other departments and agencies of the 
Government. 

Sec. 2. The head of each department and 
agency of the Government shall be responsible 
for establishing and maintaining within his de- 
partment or agency an effective program to in- 
sure that the employment and retention in em- 
ployment of any civilian officer or employee 
within the department or agency is clearly con- 
sistent with the interests of the national security. 

Sec. S. (a) The appointment of each civilian 
officer or employee in any department or agency 
of the Government shall be made subject to in- 
vestigation. The scope of the investigation shall 
be determined in the first instance according 
to the degree of adverse effect the occupant of 
the position sought to be filled could bring about, 
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by virtue of the nature of the position, on the 
national security, but in no event shall the in- 
vestigation include less than a national _ agency 
check (including a check of the fingerprint files 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation), and 
written inquiries to appropriate local law-en- 
forcement agencies, former employers and super- 
visors, references, and schools attended by the 
person under investigation: Provided, that upon 
request of the head of the department or agency 
concerned, the Civil Semce Commission may, 
in its discretion, authorize such less investiga- 
tion as may meet the requirements of the na- 
tional security with respect to per-diera, inter- 
mittent, temporary, or seasonal employees, or 
aliens employed outside the United States. 
Should there develop at any stage of investiga- 
tion information indicating that the employment 
of any such person may not be clearly consistent 
with the interests of the national security, there 
shall be conducted with respect to such person 
a full field investigation, or such less investiga- 
tion as shall be sufficient to enable the head of 
the department or agency concerned to determine 
whether retention of such person is clearly con- 
sistent with the interests of the national security. 

(b) The head of any department or agency 
shall designate, or cause to be designated, any 
position within his department or agency the oc- 
cupant of which could bring about, by virtue 
of the nature of the position, a material ad- 
verse effect on the national security as a sensitive 
position. Any position so designated shall be 
filled or occupied only by a person with respect 
to whom a full field investigation has been con- 
ducted: Provided, that a person occupying a sen- 
sitive position at the time it is designated as such 
may continue to occupy such position pending 
the completion of a full field investigation, sub- 
ject to the other provisions of this order: And 
provided further, that in case of emergency a 
sensitive position may be filled for a limited 
period by a person with respect to whom a full 
field pre-appointment investigation has not been 
completed if the head of the department or 
agency concerned finds that such action is neces- 
sary in the national interest, which finding shall 
be made a part of the records of such depart- 
ment or agency. 

Sec. 4 . The head of each department and 
agency shall review or cause to be reviewed, the 
cases of all civilian officers and employees with 
respect to whom there has been conducted a 
full field investigation under Executive Order 
No. 9835 of March 21, 1947, and, after such fur- 
ther investigation as may be appropriate, sha,ll 
re-adjudicate, or cause to be re-adjudicated, in 
accordance with the said act of August 26, 1950, 
such of those cases as have not been adjudicated 


under a security standard commensurate with 
that established under this order. 

Sec. 5. Whenever there is developed or received 
by any department or agency information indi- 
cating that the retention in employment of any 
officer or employee of the Government may not 
be clearly consistent with the interests of the na- 
tional security, such information shall be for- 
warded to the head of the employing department 
or agency or his representative who, after such 
investigation as may be appropriate, shall re- 
view, or cause to be reviewed, and, where neces- 
sary, re-adjudicate, or cause to be re-adjudicated, 
in accordance with the said Act of August 26, 
1950, the case of such officer or employee. 

Sec. 6. Should there develop at any stage of 
investigation information indicating that the em- 
ployment of any officer or employee of the Gov- 
ernment may not be clearly consistent with the 
interests of the national security, the head of the 
department or agency concerned or his represen- 
tative shall immediately suspend the employmrat 
of the person involved if he deems such suspension 
necessary in the interests of the national security 
and, following such investigation and review as 
he deems necessary, the head of the department 
or agency concerned shall terminate the employ- 
ment of such suspended officer or employee when- 
ever he shall determine such termination neces- 
sary or advisable in the interests of the national 
security, in accordance with the said act of Au- 
gust 26, 1950. 

Sec. 7. Any person whose employment is sus- 
pended or terminated under the authority granted 
to heads of departments and agencies by or in 
accordance with the said act of August 26, 1950, 
or pursuant to the said Executive Order No. 9835 
or any other security or loyalty program relating 
to officers or employees of the Government, shall 
not be reinstated or restored to duty or re-em- 
ployed in the same department or agency and 
shall not be reemployed in any other department 
or agency, unless the head of the department or 
agency concerned finds that such reinstatement, 
restoration, or reemployment is clearly consistent 
with the interests of the national security, which 
findings shall be made a part of the records of 
such department or agency: Provided, that no 
person whose employment has been terminated 
under such authority thereafter may be employed 
by any other department or agency except after 
a determination by the Civil Service Commission 
that such person is eligible for such employment. 

Sec. 8. (a) The investigations conducted pur- 
suant to this order shall be designed to develop 
information as to whether the employment or re- 
tention in employment in the Federal service of 
the person being investigated is clearly consistent 
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with the interests of the national security. Such 
information shall relate, but shall not be limited, 
to the following: 

(1) Depending on the relation of the Gov- 
ernment employment to the national security : 

(i) Any behavior, activities, or associa- 
tions which tend to show that the individual is 
not reliable or trustworthy. 

(ii) Any deliberate misrepresentations, fal- 
sifications, or omissions of material facts. 

(iii) Any criminal, infamous, dishonest, 
immoral, or notoriously disgraceful conduct, ha- 
bitual use of intoxicants to excess, drug addic- 
tion, or sexual perversion. 

(iv) Any illness, including any_ mental 
condition, of a nature which in the opinion of 
competent medical authority may cause signif- 
icant defect in the judgment or reliability of the 
employee, with due regard to the transient or con- 
tinuing effect of the illness and the medical find- 
ings in such case. 

(v) Any facts which furnish reason to be- 
lieve that the individual may be subjected to 
coercion, influence, or pressure which may cause 
him to act contrary to the best interests of the 
national security. 

(2) Commission of any act of sabotage, es- 
pionage, treason, or sedition, or attempts thereat 
or preparation therefor, or conspiring with, or 
aiding or abetting another to commit or attempt 
to commit any act of sabotage, espionage, trea- 
son, or sedition. 

(3) Establishing or continuing a sympa- 
thetic association with a saboteur, spy, traitor, 
seditionist, anarchist, or revolutionist, or with an 
espionage or other secret agent or representative 
of a foreign nation, or any representative of a 
foreign nation whose interests may be inimical to 
the interests of the United States, or with any 
person who advocates the use of force or violence 
to overthrow the government of the United States 
or the alteration of the form of government of the 
United States by unconstitutional means. 

(4) Advocacy of use of force or violence to 
overthrow the government of the United States, 
or of the alteration of the form of government of 
the United States by unconstitutional means. 

(5) Membership in, or affiliation or sympa- 
thetic association with, any foreign or domestic 
organization, association, movement, group, or 
combination of persons which is totalitarian, 
Fascist, Communist, or subversive, or which has 
adopted, or shows, a policy of advocating or ap- 
proving the commission of acts of force or vio- 
lence to deny other persons their rights under the 
Constitution of the United States, or which seeks 
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to alter the form of government of the United 
States by unconstitutional means. 

(6) Intentional, unauthorized disclosure to 
any person of security information, or of other 
information disclosure of which is prohibited by 
law, or willful violation or disregard of security 
regulations. 

(7) Performing or attempting to perform his 
duties, or otherwise acting so as to serve the in- 
terests of another government in preference to the 
interests of the United States. 

(8) Refusal by the individual, upon the 
ground of constitutional privilege against self- 
incrimination, to testify before a congressional 
committee regarding charges of his alleged dis- 
loyalty or other misconduct. 

(b) The investigation of persons entering 
or employed in the competitive service shall pri- 
marily be the responsibility of the Civil Service 
Commission, except in cases in which the head 
of a department or agency assumes that respon- 
sibility pursuant to law or by agreement with the 
Commission. The Commission shall furnish a 
full investigative report to the department or 
agency concerned. 

(c) The investigation of persons (includ- 
ing consultants, however employed), entering 
employment of, or employed by, the Government 
other than in the competitive service shall pri- 
marily be the responsibility of the employing de- 
partment or agency. Departments and agencies 
without investigative facilities may use the in- 
vestigative facilities of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, and other departments and agencies may 
use such facilities under agreement with the 
Commission. 

(d) There shall be referred promptly to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation all inves- 
tigations being conducted by any other agencies 
which develop information indicating that an in- 
dividual may have been subjected to coercion, 
influence, or pressure to act contrary to the in- 
terests of the national security, or infonnation 
relating to any of the matters described in sub- 
divisions (2) through (8) of subsection (a) of 
this section. In cases so referred to it, the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation shall make a full 
field investigation. 

Sec. 9. (a) There shall be established and main- 
tained in the Civil Service Commission a se- 
curity-investigations index covering all persons 
as to whom security investigations have been 
conducted by any department or agency of the 
Government under this order. The central in- 
dex established and maintained by the Commis- 
sion under Executive Order No. 9835 of March 
21, 1947, shall be made a part of the security- 
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investiigaiiions index. Tiie security-inTestigations 
index shall contain the name of each pemon in- 
vestigated, adequate identifying information con- 
cerning each such person, and a reference to each 
department and agency which has conducted an 
investigation concerning the person involved or 
has suspended or terminated the employment of 
such person under the authority granted to heads 
of departments and agencies by or in accordance 
with the said act of August 26, 1960. 

(b) The heads of all departments and agen- 
cies shall furnish promptly to the Civil Service 
Commission information appropriate for the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of the security- 
investigations index. 

(c) The reports and other investigative ma- 
terial and information developed by investiga- 
tions conducted pursuant to any statute, order, 
or program described in section 7 of this order 
shall remain the property of the investigative 
agencies conducting the investigations, but may, 
subject to considerations of the national security, 
be retained by the department or agency con- 
cerned. Such reports and other investigative ma- 
terial and information shall be maintained in 
confidence, and no access shall be given thereto 
except, with the consent of the investigative 
agency concerned, to other departments and 
agencies conducting security programs under the 
authority granted by or in accordance with the 
said act of August 26, 1950, as may be required 
for the efiicient conduct of Government business. 

Sec. 10. Nothing in this order shall be con- 
strued as eliminating or modifying in any way 
the requirement for any investigation or any de- 
termination as to security which may be required 
by law. 

Sec. 11. On and after the effective date of this 
order the Loyalty Review Board established by 
Executive Order No. 9835 of March 21, 1947, 
shall not accept agency findings for review, upon 
appeal or otherwise. Appeals pending before the 
Loyalty Review Board on such date shall be 
heard to final determination in accordance with 
the provisions of the said Executive Order No. 
9835, as amended. Agency determinations favor- 
able to the officer or employee concerned pending 
before the Loyalty Review Board on such date 
shall be acted upon by such Board, and whenever 
the Board is not in agreement with such favorable 
determination the case shall be remanded to the 
department or agency concerned for determina- 
tion in accordance with the standards and pro- 
cedures established pursuant to this order. Cases 
pending before the regional loyalty boards of the 
Civil Service Commission on which hearings have 
not been initiated on such date shall be referred 
to the department or agency concerned. Cases 


being heard by regional loyahy boards on such 
date shall be heard to conclusion, and the deter- 
mination of the board shall be forwarded to the 
head of the department or agency concerned: 
Provided, that if no specific department or agency 
is involved, the case shall be dismissed without 
prejudice to the applicant. Investigations pend- 
ing in the Federal Bureau of Investigation or the 
Civil Service Commission on such date shall be 
completed, and the reports thereon shall be made 
to the appropriate department or agency. 

Sec. 12. Executive Order No. 9835 of March 
21, 1947, as amended, is hereby revoked. For 
the purposes described in section 11 hereof the 
Loyalty Review Board and the regional loyalty 
boards of the Civil Service Commission shall 
continue to exist and function for a period of one 
hundred and twenty days from the effective date 
of this order, and the Department of Justice shall 
continue to furnish the information described in 
paragraph 3 of Part III of the said Executive 
Order No. 9835, but directly to the head of each 
department and agency. 

Sec. 13. The Attorney General is requested to 
render to the heads of departments and agencies 
such advice as may be requisite to enable them 
to establish and maintain an appropriate em- 
ployee-security program. 

Sec. 14 . (a) The Civil Service Commission, 
with the continuing advice and collaboration of 
representatives of such departments and agen- 
cies as the National Security Council may des- 
ignate shall make a continuing study of the 
manner in which this order is being implemented 
by the departments and agencies of the Gov- 
ernment for the purpose of determining: 

(1) Deficiencies in the department and 
agency security programs established under this 
order which are inconsistent with the interests of, 
or directly or indirectly weaken, the national 
security. 

(2) Tendencies in such programs to deny 
to individual employees fair, impartial, and 
equitable treatment at the hands of the Govern- 
ment, or rights under the Constitution and laws 
of the United States or this order. 

Information affecting any department or 
agency developed or received during the course 
of such continuing study shall be furnished im- 
mediately to the head of the department or 
agency concerned. The Civil Service Commis- 
sion shall report to the National Security Coun- 
cil, at least semi-annually, on the results of such 
study, shall recommend means to correct any 
such deficiencies or tendencies, and shall inform 
the National Security Council immediately of 
any deficiency which is deemed to be of major 
importance. 
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(b) All departments and agencies of the 
Government are directed to cooperate with the 
Civil Service Commission to facilitate the accom- 
plishment of the responsibilities assigned to it 
by subsection (a) of this section. 

(c) To assist the Civil Service Commission 
in discharging its responsibilities under this or- 
der, the head of each department and agency 
shall, as soon as possible and in no event later 
than ninety days after receipt of the final inves- 
tigative report on a civilian officer or employee 
subject to a full field investigation under the pro- 
visions of this order, advise the Commission as 
to the action taken with respect to such officer 
or employee. The information furnished by the 
heads of departments and agencies pursuant to 
this section shall be included in the reports which 
the Civil Service Commission is required to sub- 
mit to the National Security Council in accord- 
ance with subsection (a) of this section. Such 
reports shall set forth any deficiencies on the 
part of the heads of departments and agencies in 
taking timely action under this order, and shall 
mention specifically any instances of noncompli- 
ance with this subsection. 

Sec. 15. This order shall become effective 
thirty days after the date hereof.

57. Presidential Directive of 13 March 
1948. The directive reads as follows: 

(CONFIDENTIAL STATUS OF EMPLOYEE 
LOYALTY RECORDS) MEMORANDUM 
TO ALL OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES IN 
THE EXECUTIVE BRANCH OF THE 
GOVERNMENT 

The efficient and just administration of the 
Employee Loyalty Program, under Executive 
Order No. 9835 of March 21, 1947, requires that 
reports, records, and files relative to the program 
be preserved in strict confidence. This is neces- 
sary in the interest of our national security and 
welfare, to preserve the confidential character 
and sources of information furnished, and to 
protect Government personnel against the dis- 
semination of unfounded or disproved allegations. 
It is necessary also in order to insure the fair 
and just disposition of loyalty cases. 

For these reasons, and in accordance with the 
long-established policy that reports rendered by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation and other 
investigative agencies of the Executive Branch 
are to be regarded as confidential, all reports, 
records, and files relative to the loyalty of em- 
ployees or prospective employees (including_ re- 


ports of such investigative agencies), shall be 
maintained in confidence, and shall not be trans- 
mitted or disclosed except as required in the ef- 
ficient conduct of business. 

Any subpoena or demand or request for infor- 
mation, reports, or files of the nature described, 
received from sources other than those persons 
in the Executive Branch of the Government who 
are entitled thereto by reason of their official du- 
ties, shall be respectfully declined, on the basis 
of this directive, and the subpoena or demand 
or other requests^, shall be referred to the Office 
of the President for such response as the Presi- 
dent may determine to be in the public interest 
in the particular case. There shall be no relaxa- 
tion of the provisions of this directive except 
with my express authority. 

This directive shall be published in the Fed- 
eral Register.

This Presidential directive has been relaxed 
as follows: 

“Hereafter, no information regarding individ- 
ual loyalty or security cases shall be provided 
in response to inquiries from outside the Execu- 
tive Branch unless such inquiries are made in 
writing. Where proper inquiries are made in 
writing, replies will be confined to two cate- 
gories of information as follows: (1) If an em- 
ployee has been separated on loyalty grounds, 
advice to that effect may be given in response 
to a specific request for information concerning 
the particular individual; and (2) if an em- 
ployee has been separated as a security risk, re- 
plies to specific requests for information about 
that individual may state only that he was sep- 
arated for reasons relating to suitability for em- 
ployment in the particular agency. No informa- 
tion shall be supplied as to any specific inter- 
mediate steps, proceedings, transcripts of hear- 
ings, or actions taken in processing an individual 
under loyalty or security programs. 

“There is no objection to making available 
the names of all members of an agency loyalty 
board, but it is entirely improper to divulge the 
members who sat on particular cases. 

“No exception shall be made to the above 
stated policy unless the agency head determines 
that it would be clearly in the public interest 
to make specified information available, as in in- 
stances where the employee involved properly 
asks that such action be taken for his own pro- 
tection. In all such cases, the requested infor- 
mation shall be released only after obtaining 
the approval of my office.” 
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Extracts from President’s letter to Secretary 
of State, dated 3 April 1952. 

58. An Act to Protect the National Security 
of the United States, and for Other Purposes. 

The act reads as follows: 

a. Notwithstanding the provisions of sec- 
tion 6 of the act of August 24, 1912 (37 Stat. 
565, as amended; 5 U.S.C. 652), or the provisions 
of any other law, the Secretary of State; Secre- 
tary of Commerce ; Attorney General ; the Secre- 
tary of Defense; the Secretary of the Army; the 
Secretary of the Navy; the Secretary of the Air 
Force; the Secretary of the Treasury; Atomic 
Energy Commission; the Chairman, National 
Security Resources Board; or the Director, Na- 
tional Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, may, 
in his absolute discretion and when deemed neces- 
sary in the interest of national security, sus- 
pend, without pay, any civilian officer or em- 
ployee of the Department of State (including 
the Foreign Service of the United States), De- 
partment of Commerce, Department of Justice, 
Department of Defense, Department of the 
Army, Department of Navy, Department of the 
Air Force, Atomic Energy Commission, National 
Security Resources Board, or National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics, respectively, or of 
their several field services: Provided, that to the 
extent that such agency head determines that 
the interests of the national security permit, the 
employee concerned shall be notified of the rea- 
sons for his suspension and within 30 days after 
such notification any such person shall have an 
opportunity to submit any statements or affi- 
davits to the official designated by the head, of 
the agency concerned to show why he should be 
reinstated or restored to duty. The agency head 
concerned may, following such investigation and 
review as he deems necessary, terminate the em- 
ployment of such suspended civilian officer or 
employee whenever he shall determine such ter- 
mination necessary or advisable in the interest 
of the national security of the United States, and 
such determination by the agency head concerned 
shall be conclusive and final: Provided further, 
that any employee having a permanent or indefi- 
nite appointment, and having completed his pro- 
bationary or trial period, who is a citizen of the 
United States whose employment is suspended 
under the authority of this act, shall be given 
after his suspension and before his employment 
is terminated under the authority of this act: 

(1) A written statement within 30 days 
after his suspension of the charges 
against him, which shall be subject to 
amendment within 30 days thereafter 
and which shall be stated as specifi- 
cally as security considerations per- 
mit; 


(2) An opportunity within 30 days there- 
after (plus an additional 30 days if 
the charges are amended) to answer 
such charges and to submit affidavits; 

(3) A hearing, at the employee’s request, 
by a duly constituted agency author- 
ity for this purpose; 

(4) A review of his case by the agency 
head, or some official designated by 
him, before a decision adverse to the 
employee is made final; and 

(5) A written statement of the decision 
of the agency head: 

Provided further, that any person whose employ- 
ment is so suspended or terminated under the 
authority of this act may, in the discretion of 
the agency head concerned, be reinstated or re- 
stored to duty, and if so reinstated or restored 
shall be allowed compensation for all or any part 
of the period of such suspension or termination 
in an amount not to exceed the difference between 
the amount such person would normally have 
earned during the period of such suspension or 
termination, at the rate he was receiving on the 
date of suspension or termination, as appropriate, 
and the interim net earnings of such person: 
Provided further, that the termination of employ- 
ment herein provided shall not affect the right 
of such officer or employee to seek or accept 
employment in any other department or agency 
of the Government: Provided further, that the 
head of any department or agency considering 
the appointment of any person whose employ- 
ment has been terminated under the provisions 
of this act may make such appointment only 
after consultation with the Civil Service Com- 
mission, which agency shall have the authority 
at the written request of either the head of such 
agency or such employee to determine whether 
any such person is eligible for employment by 
any other agency or department of the Govern- 
ment. 

b. Nothing contained in this act impairs the 
powers vested in the Atomic Energy Commission 
by the Atomic Energy Act of 1946 or the re- 
quirements of section 12 of that act that ade- 
quate provision be made for administrative re- 
view of any determination to dismiss any em- 
ployee of said Commission. (Note: Atomic 
Energy Act of 1946 has been amended by the 
Atomic Energy Act of 1954.) 

c. The provisions of this act apply to such 
other departments and agencies of the Govern- 
ment as the President may, from time to time, 
deem necessary in the best interests of national 
security. If any departments or agencies are 
included by the President, he shall so report to 
the Committees on the Armed Services of the 
Congress. 
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in the interests of national defense under this 
order shall be held responsible for its proper 
classification in accordance with the definitions 
of the three categories in section 1, hereof. Un- 
necessary classification and over-classification 
shall be scrupulously avoided. The following 
special rules shall be observed in classification 
of defense information or material: 

(a) Documents in General. Documents 
shall be classified according to their own content 
and not necessarily according to their relationship 
to other documents. References to classified ma- 
terial which do not reveal classified defense in- 
formation shall not be classified. 

(b) Physically Connected Documents. The 
classification of a file or group of physically con- 
nected documents shall be at least as high as 
that of the most highly classified document 
therein. Documents separated from the file or 
group shall be handled in accordance with their 
individual defense classification. 

(c) Multiple Classification. A document, 
product, or substance shall bear a classification at 
least as high as that of its highest classified 
component. The document, product, or substance 
shall bear only one over-all classification, not- 
withstanding that pages, paragraphs, sections, or 
components thereof bear different classifications. 

(d) Transmittal Letters. A letter transmit- 
ting defense information shall be classified at 
least as high as its highest classified enclosure. 

(e) Information Originated by a Foreign 
Government or Organization. Defense informa- 
tion of a classified nature furnished to the United 

' States by a foreign government or international 
organization shall be assigned a classification 
which will assure a degree of protection equiva- 
lent to or greater than that required by the gov- 
ernment or international organization which fur- 
nished the information. 

Sec. 4 . Declassification, Downgrading, or Up- 
grading. Heads of departments or agencies orig- 
inating classified material shall designate persons 
to be responsible for continuing review of such 
classified material for the purpose of declassify- 
ing or downgrading it whenever national defense 
considerations permit, and for receiving requests 
for such review from all sources. Formal proce- 
dures shall be established to provide specific 
means for prompt review of classified material 
and its declassification or downgrading in order 
to preserve the effectiveness and integrity of the 
classification system and to eliminate accumu- 
lation of classified material which no longer re- 
quires protection in the defense interest. The 
following special rules shall be observed with re- 
spect to changes of classification of defense 
material: 


(a) Automatic Changes. To the fuffesf ex- 
tent practicable, the classifying authority shall 
indicate on the material (except telegrams) at 
the time of original classification that after a 
specified event or date, or upon removal of classi- 
fied enclosures, the material will be downgraded 
or declassified. 

(b) Non-Automatic Changes. The persons 
designated to receive requests for review of classi- 
fied material may downgrade or declassify such 
material when circumstances no longer warrant 
its retention in its original classification provided 
the consent of the appropriate classifying au- 
thority has been obtained. The downgrading or 
declassification of extracts from or paraphrases 
of classified documents shall also require the con- 
sent of the appropriate classifying authority un- 
less the agency making such extracts knows posi- 
tively that they warrant a classification lower 
than that of the document from which extracted, 
or that they are not classified. 

(c) Material Officially Transferred. In the 
case of material transferred by or pursuant to 
statute or Executive order from one department 
or agency to another for the latter s use and as 
part of its official files or property, as distin- 
guished from transfers merely for purposes of 
storage, the receiving department or agency shall 
be deemed to be the classifying authority for all 
purposes under this order, including declassi- 
fication and downgrading. 

(d) Material Not Officially Transferred. 
When any department or agency has in its pos- 
session any classified material which has become 
five years old, and it appears (1) that such ma- 
terial originated in an agency which has since 
become defunct and whose files and other prop- 
erty have not been officially transferred to an- 
other department or agency within the meaning 
of subsection (c) , above, or (2) that it is im- 
possible for the possessing department or agency 
to identify the originating agency, and (3) a 
review of the material indicates that it should 
be downgraded or declassified, the said possessing 
department or agency shall have power to de- 
classify or downgrade such material. If it ap- 
pears probable that another department or agency 
may have a substantial interest in whether the 
classification of any particular information 
should be maintained, the possessing department 
or agency shall not exercise the power conferred 
upon it by this subsection, except with the con- 
sent of the other department or agency, until 
thirty days after it has notified such other de- 
partment or agency of the nature of the ma- 
terial and of its intention to declassify or down- 
grade the same. During such thirty-day period 
the other department or agency may, if it so de- 
sires, express its objections to declassifying 
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downgr^ing the particular material, but the 
power to make the ultimate decision shall re- 
side in the possessing department or agency. 

(e) Classified Telegrams. Such telegrams 
shall not be referred to, extracted from, para- 
phrased, downgraded, declassified, or dissemi- 
nated, except in accordance with special regula- 
tions issued by the head of the originating de- 
partment or agency. Classified telegrams trans- 
mitted over cryptographic systems shall be 
handled in accordance with the regulations of the 
transmitting department or agency. 

(f) Downgrading. If the recipient of classi- 
fied material believes that it has been classified 
too highly, he may make a request to the review- 
ing official who may downgrade or declassify the 
material after obtaining the consent of the ap- 
propriate classifying authority. 

(g) Upgrading. If the recipient of unclassi- 
fied material believes that it should be classified, 
or if the recipient of classified material believes 
that its classification is not sufficiently protective, 
it shall be safeguarded in accordance with the 
classification deemed appropriate and a request 
made to the reviewing official, who may classify 
the material or upgrade the classification after 
obtaining the consent of the appropriate classi- 
fying authority. 

(h) Notification of Change in Classification. 
The reviewing official taking action to declassify, 
downgrade, or upgrade classified material shall 
notify all addressees to whom the material was 
originally transmitted. 

■Sec. 5. Marking of Classified Material. After 
a determination of the proper defense classifica- 
tion to be assigned has been made in accordance 
with the provisions of this order, the classified 
material shall be marked as follows: 

(a) Bound Documents. The assigned de- 
fense classification on bound documents, such as 
books or pamphlets, the pages of which are 
permanently and securely fastened together, shall 
be conspicuously marked or stamped on the out- 
side of the front cover, on the title page, on the 
first page, on the back page and on the outside 
of the back cover. In each case the markings 
shall be applied to the top and bottom of the 
page or cover. 

(b) Unbound Documents. The assigned de- 
fense classification on unbound documents, such 
as letters, memoranda, reports, telegrams, and 
other similar documents, the pages of which are 
not permanently and securely fastened together, 
shall be conspicuously marked or stamped at 
the top and bottom of each page, in such man- 
ner that the marking will be clearly visible when 
the pages are clipped or stapled together. 


(c) Charts, Maps, and Drawings. Classified 
charts, maps, and drawings shall carry the de- 
fense classification marking under the legend, 
title block, or scale in such manner that it will 
be reproduced on all copies made therefrom. 
Such classification shall also be marked at the 
top and bottom in each instance. 

(d) Photographs, Films and Recordings. 
Classified photographs, films, and recordings, and 
their containers, shall be conspicuously and ap- 
propriately marked with the assigned defense 
classification. 

(e) Products or Substances. The assigned 
defense classification shall be conspicuously 
marked on classified products or substances, if 
possible, and on their containers, if possible, or, 
if the article or container cannot be marked, writ- 
ten notification of such classification shall be 
furnished to recipients of such products or sub- 
stances. 

(f) Reproductions. All copies of reproduc- 
tions of classified material shall be appropriately 
marked or stamped in the same manner as the 
original thereof. 

(g) Unclassified Material. Normally, un- 
classified material shall not be marked or 
stamped Unclassified unless it is essential to con- 
vey to a recipient of such material that it has 
been examined specifically with a view to im- 
posing a defense classification and has been de- 
termined not to require such classification. 

(h) Change or Removal of Classification. 
Whenever classified material is declassified, 
downgraded, or upgraded, the material shall be 
marked or stamped in a prominent place to re- 
flect the change in classification, the authority 
for the action, the date of action, and the iden- 
tity of the person or unit taking the action. In 
addition, the old classification marking shall be 
cancelled and the new classification (if any) 
substituted therefor. Automatic change in clas- 
sification shall be indicated by the appropriate 
classifying authority through marking or stamp- 
ing in a prominent place to reflect information 
specified in subsection 4(a) hereof. 

(i) Material Furnished Persons not in the 
Executive Branch of the Government. When 
classified material affecting the national defense 
is furnished authorized persons, in or out of Fed- 
eral service, other than those in the executive 
branch, the following notation, in addition to the 
assigned classification marking, shall whenever 
practicable be placed on the material, on its con- 
tainer, or on the written notification of its as- 
signed classification: 

This material contains information affect- 
ing the national defense of the United States 
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within the meaning of the espionage laws, 
Title 18, U.S.C., Secs. 793 and 794, the 
transmission or revelation of which in any 
manner to an unauthorized person is pro- 
hibited by law. 

Use of alternative marking concerning “Re- 
strict-ed Data” as defined by the Atomic Energy 
Act is authorized when appropriate. 

Sec. 6. Custody and Safekeeping. The posses- 
sion or use of classified defense information or 
material shall be limited to locations where fa- 
cilities for secure storage or protection thereof 
are available by means of which unauthorized 
persons are prevented from gaining access 
thereto. Whenever such information or material 
is not under the personal supervision of its cus- 
todian, whether during or outside of working 
hours, the following physical or mechanical means 
shall be taken to protect it: 

(a) Storage of Top Secret Material. Top 
Secret defense material shall be protected in 
storage by the most secure facilities possible. 
Normally it will be stored in a safe or a s^fc” 
type steel file container having a three-position, 
dial-type, combination lock, and being of such 
weight, size, construction, or installation as to 
minimize the possibility of surreptitious entry, 
physical theft, damage by fire, or tampering. The 
head of a department or agency may approve 
other storage facilities for this material which 
offer comparable or better protection, such as an 
alarmed area, a vault, a secure vault-type room, 
or an area under close surveillance of an armed 
guard. 

(b) Secret and Confidential Material. These 
categories of defense material may be stored in a 
manner authorized for Top Secret material, or 
in metal file cabinets equipped with steel lockbar 
and an approved three combination dial-type 
padlock from which the manufacturer’s identifi- 
cation numbers have been obliterated, or in com- 
parably secure facilities approved by the head 
of the department or agency. 

(c) Other Classified Material. Heads of de- 
partments and agencies shall prescribe such pro- 
tective facilities as may be necessary in their 
departments or agencies for material originating 
under statutory provisions requiring protection 
of certain information. 

(d) Changes of Lock Combinations. Combi- 
nations on locks of safe-keeping equipment 
shall be changed, only by persons having appro- 
priate security clearance, whenever such equip- 
ment is placed in use after procurement from the 
manufacturer or other sources, whenever a per- 
son knowing the combination is transferred from 
the office to which the equipment is assigned. 


or whenever the combination has been subjected 
to compromise, and at least once every year. 
Knowledge of combinations shall be limited to 
the minimum number of persons necessary for 
operating purposes. Records of combinations 
shall be classified no lower than the highest cate- 
gory of classified defense material authorized 
/>cvr in the safekeepin^g equipment con- 

cerned. 

(e) Custodian’s Responsibilities. Custod- 
ians of classified defense material shall be re- 
sponsible for providing the best possible protec- 
tion and accountability for such material at all 
times and particularly for securely locking classi- 
fied material in approved safekeeping equipment 
whenever it is not in use or under direct super- 
vision of authorized employees. Custodians shall 
follow procedures which insure that unauthorized 
persons do not gain access to classified defense 
information or material by sight or sound, and 
classified information shall not be discussed with 
or in the presence of unauthorized persons. 

(f) Telephone Conversations. Defense in- 
formation classified in the three categories under 
the provisions of this order shall not be revealed 
in telephone conversations, except as may be 
authorized under section 8 hereof with respect 
to the transmission of Secret and Confidential 
material over certain military communications 
circuits. 

(g) Loss or Subjection to Compromise. Any 
person in the executive branch who has knowl- 
edge of the loss or possible subjection to com- 
promise of classified defense information shall 
promptly report the circumstances to a designated 
official of his agency, and the latter shall take 
appropriate action forthwith, including advice to 
the originating department or agency. 

iSec. 7. Accountability and Dissemination. 
Knowledge or possession of classified defense in- 
formation shall be permitted only to persons 
whose official duties require such access in the 
interest of promoting national defense and only 
if they have been determined to be trustworthy. 
Proper control of dissemination of classified de- 
fense information shall be maintained at all 
times, including good accountability records of 
classified defense information documents, and 
severe limitation on the number of such docu- 
ments originated as well as the number of copies 
thereof reproduced. The number of copies of 
classified defense information documents shall be 
kept to a minimum to decrease the risk of com- 
promise of the information contained in such 
documents and the financial burden on the Gov- 
ernment in protecting such documents. The fol- 
lowing special rules shall be observed*4n con- 
nection with accountability for and dissemina- 
tion of defense information or material: 
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(a) Accountability Procedures. Heads of 
departments and agencies shall prescribe such 
accountability procedures as are necessary to 
"^!ontrol effectively the dissemination of classified 
defense information, with particularly severe 
control on material classified Top Secret under 
this order. Top Secret Control Officers shall be 
designated, as required, to receive, mmntam ac- 
countability registers of, and dispatch Top Secret 
material. 


(b) Dissemination Outside the Executive 
Branch. Classified defense information shall not 
be disseminated outside the executive branch ex- 
cept under conditions and through channels au- 
thorized by the head of the disseminating depart- 
ment or agency, even though the person or agency 
to which dissemination of such information is 
proposed to be made may have been solely or 
partly responsible for its production. 

(c) Information Originating in Another De- 
partment or Agency. Except as otherwise pro- 
vided bv section 102 of the National Security 
Act of July 26, 1947, c. 343, 61 Stat. 498, as 
amended, 50 U.S.C. sec. 403, classified defense 
information originating in another department 
or agency shall not be disseminated outside the 
receiving department or agency without the con- 
sent of the originating department or agency. 
Documents and material containing defense in- 
formation which are classified Top Secret or 
Secret shall not be reproduced without the con- 
sent of the originating department or agency. 


Sec. 8. Transmission. For transmission outside 
of a department or agency, classified defense ina- 
terial of the three categories originated under 
the provisions of this order shall be prepared 
and transmitted as follows: 


(a) Preparation for Transmission. Such 
material shall be enclosed in opaque inner 
outer covers. The inner cover shall be a sealed 
wrapper or envelope plainly marked with the 
assigned classification and address. The outer 
cover shall be sealed and addressed with no in- 
dication of the classification of its contents. A 
receipt form shall be attached to or enclosed in 
the inner cover, except that Confidential ma- 
terial shall require a receipt only if the sender 
deems it necessary. The receipt form shall iden- 
tify the addresser, addressee, and the document, 
but shall contain no classified information. It 
shall be signed by the proper recipient and re- 
turned to the sender. 


(b) Transmitting Top Secret Material. The 
transmission of Top Secret material shall be ef- 
fected preferably by direct contact of officials 
concerned, or, alternatively, by specifically desig- 
nated personnel, by State Department diplomatic 
pouch, by a messenger-courier system especially 



created for that purpose, or by electric means in 
encrypted form; or in the case of information 
transmitted by the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, such means of transmission niay be used as 
are currently approved by the Director, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, unless express reserva- 
tion to the contrary is made in exceptional cases 
by the originating agency. 

(c) Transmitting Secret Material. Secret 
material shall be transmitted within the conti- 
nental United States by one of the means estab- 
lished for Top Secret material, by an authorized 
courier, by United States registered mail, or by 
protected commercial express, air or surface. 
Secret material may be transmitted outside the 
continental limits of the United States by one 
of the means established for Top Secret matenal, 
by commanders or masters of vessels of United 
States registry, or by United States Post Office 
registered mail through Army, Navy, or Air 
Force postal facilities, provided that the material 
does not at any time pass out of United States 
Government control and does not pass through 
a foreign postal system. Secret material may, 
however, be transmitted between United States 
Government and/ or Canadian Governn^nt in- 
stallations in continental United States, Canada, 
and Alaska by United States and Canadian regis- 
tered mail with registered mail receipt. In an 
emergency, Secret material may also be trans- 
mitted over military communications circuits in 
accordance with regulations promulgated for such 
purpose by the Secretary of Defense. 

(d) Transmitting Confidential Material. 
Confidential defense material shall be trans- 
mitted within the United States by one of the 
means established for higher classifications, by 
registered mail, or by express or freight under 
such specific conditions as may be prescribed by 
the head of the department or agency concerned. 
Outside the. continental United States, Confiden- 
tial defense material shall be transmitted in the 
same manner as authorized for higher classifica- 
tions. 

(e) Within an Agency. Preparation of clas- 
sified defense material for transmission, and 
transmission of it, within a department or agency 
shall be governed by regulations, issued by the 
head of the department or agency, insuring a de- 
gree of security equivalent to that outlined above 
for transmission outside a department or agency. 

Sec. 9. Disposal and Destruction. Documen- 
tary record material made or received by a de- 
partment or agency in connection with transac- 
tion of public business and preserved as evidence 
of the organization, functions, policies, opera- 
tions, decisions, procedures or other activities of 
any department or agency of the Government, 
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or because of the informational value of the data 
contained therein may be destroyed only in ac- 
cordance with the act of July 7, 1943, c. 192, 57 
Stat. 380, as amended, 44 U.S.C. 366-380. Non- 
record classified material, consisting of extra 
copies and duplicates including shorthand notes, 
preliminary drafts, used carbon paper, and other 
material of similar temporary nature, may be 
destroyed, under procedures established by the 
head of the department or agency which meet 
the following requirements, as soon as it has 
served its purpose: 

(a) Methods of Destruction. Classified de- 
fense material shall be destroyed by burning in 
the presence of an appropriate official or by 
other methods authorized by the head of an 
agency provided the resulting destruction is 
equally complete. 

(b) Records of Destruction.^ Appropriate 
accountability records maintained in the depart- 
ment or agency shall reflect the destruction of 
classified defense material. 

Sec. 10. Orientation and Inspection. To pro- 
mote the basic purposes of this order, heads of 
those departments and agencies originating or 
handling classified defense infonnation shall des- 
ignate experienced persons to coordinate and su- 
pervise the activities applicable to their depart- 
ments or agencies under this order. Persons so 
designated shall maintain active training 
orientation programs for employees concerned 
with classified defense information to impress 
each such employee with his individual respon- 
sibility for exercising vigilance and care in com- 
plying with the provisions of this order. Such 
lersons shall be authorized on behalf of the 
leads of the departments and agencies to estab- 
ish adequate and active inspection programs to 
the end that the provisions of this order are ad- 
ministrated effectively. 

Sec. 11. Interpretation of Regulations by the 
Attorney General. The Attorney General, upon 
request of the head of a department or agency 
or his duly designated representative, shall per- 
sonally or through authorized representatives of 
the Department of Justice render an interpreta- 
tion of tliese regulations in connection with any 
problems arising out of their administration. 

Sec. 12. Statutory Requirements. Nothing in 
this order shall be construed to authorize the dis- 
semination, handling or transmission of classified 
information contrary to the provisions of any 
statute. 

Sec. IS. “Restricted Data" as Defined in the 
Atomic Energy Act. Nothing in this order shall 
supersede any requirements niade by or under 
the Atomic Energy Act of August 1, 1946, as 


amended. “Restricted Data” as defined by the 
said act shall be handled, protected, classified, 
downgraded, and declassified in conformity with 
the provisions of the Atomic Energy Act of 1946, 
as amended, and the regulations of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. (Note: The Atomic Ener^ 
Act of 1946 has been amended by the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1954.) 

Sec. 14 . Combat Operations. The provisions of 
this order with regard to dissemination, trans- 
mission, or safekeeping of classified defense in- 
formation or material may be so modified in con- 
nection with combat or combat-related opera- 
tions as the Secretary of Defense may by regula- 
tions prescribe. 

Sec. 15. Exceptional Cases. When, in an excep- 
tional case, a person or agency not authorized to 
classify defense information originates informa- 
tion which is believed to require classification, 
such person or agency shall protect that informa- 
tion in the manner prescribed by this order for 
that category of classified defense information 
into 'which it is believed to fall, and shall trans- 
mit the information forthwith, under appro- 
priate safeguards, to the department, agency, or 
person having both the authority to classify in- 
formation and a direct official interest in the in- 
formation (preferably, that department, agency 
or person to which the information would be 
transmitted in the ordinary course of business), 
with a request that such department, agency or 
person classify the information. 

Sec. 16. Reinew to Insure That Information is 
Not Improperly Withheld Hereunder. The Presi- 
dent shall designate a member of his staff who 
shall receive, consider, and take action upon sug- 
gestions or complaints from non-Govemmental 
sources relating to the operation of this order. 

Sec. 17. Review to Insure Safeguarding of Clas- 
sified Defense Information. The National Se- 
curity Council shall conduct a continuing I’cview 
of the implementation of this order to insure 
that classified defense information is properly 
safeguarded, in conformity herewith. 

Sec. 18. Review Within Departments and Agen- 
cies. The head of each department and agency 
shall designate a member or members of his staff 
who shall conduct a continuing review of the im- 
plementation of this order within the department 
or agency concerned to insure that no informa- 
tion is withheld hereunder which the people of 
the United States have a right to know, and to 
insure that classified defense information is prop- 
erly safeguarded in conformity herewith. 

Sec. 19. Revocation of Executive Order No. 
10290. Executive Order No. 10290 o£„September 
24, 1951 is revoked as of the effective date of this 
order. 
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Sec. 20. Effective Date. This order shall be- 
come effective on December 15, 1953.

SECTION 0— MISCELLANEOUS ACTS 

60. Eligibility for Award of Contract Re- 
stricted to Citizens; Employment of Aliens. 

Only citizens of the United States, and corpora- 
tions of which not less than three-fourths of the 
capital stock is owned by citizens of the United 
States, and of which the members of the boards 
of directors are citizens of the United States, and 
having manufacturing plants located within the 
continental limits of the United States shall be 
eligible to be awarded any contract under this 
section to furnish or construct aircraft, aircraft 
parts, or aeronautical accessories for the United 
States Government, except that a domestic cor- 
poration whose stock shall be listed on a stock 
exchange shall not be barred by the provisions 
of this, section unless and until foreign ownership 
or control of a majority of its stock shall be 
known to the Secretary of War or the Secretary 
of the Navy, as the case may be, and no aliens 
employed by a contractor for furnishing or con- 
structing aircraft, or aircraft parts, or aeronau- 
tical accessories for the United States shall be 
permitted to have access to the plans or speci- 
fications or the work under construction or to 
participate in the contract trials without the 
written consent beforehand of the Secretary of 
the Department concerned. (See section 10 (j). 
Act of July 2, 1926, Air Corps Act (44 Stat. 787) , 
as amended; 10 U.S.C. 310 (j).) 

61. Diplomatic Codes and Correspondence. 

Whoever, by virtue of his employment by the 
United States, obtains from another or has or 
has had custody of or access to, any official dip- 
lomatic code or any matter prepared in any such 
code, or which purports to have been prepared 
in any such code, and without authorization or 
competent authority, wilfully publishes or fur- 
nishes to another any such code or matter, or 
any matter which was obtained while in the proc- 
ess of transmission between any foreign govern- 
ment and its diplomatic mission in the United 
States, shall be fined not more than $10,000 or 
imprisoned not more than ten years, or both. 
(See Act of June 25, 1948 (62 Stat. 743) ; 18 
U.S.C. 952.) 

62. Special Provisions Regarding Military 
Secrets : 

a. A license will not be issued by the Secre- 
tary of State authorizing the exportation of any 


arms, ammunition, or implements of war con- 
sidered by the Secretary of the Army or by the 
Secretary of the Navy as instruments or appli- 
ances included among the articles covered by 
those terms as used in sections 1 and 2, title I, 
of the Act of June 15, 1917 (40 Stat. 217-218; 
50 U.S.C. 31-32; 50 U.S.C. 31 now covered by 
18 U.S.C. 793, and 50 U.S.C. 32 by 18 U.S.C. 
794) if, in their opinion, they involve military 
secrets of interest to the national defense. The 
articles which may be so considered are articles 
falling within one of the following categories; 

(1) Articles, the whole or any features 
of which have been or are being de- 
veloped or manufactured by or for 
the Department of the Army or the 
Navy Department or with the par- 
ticipation of either of those Depart- 
ments; and 

(2) Articles, the whole or any features 
of which have been used by the De- 
partment of the Army or the Navy 
Department or which either Depart- 
ment has contracted to procure. 

b. Included among articles developed by or 
for the Department of the Army or the Navy 
Department are articles the development of which 
has been contracted for by either of those De- 
partments, or which have been developed in ac- 
cordance with Army or Navy specifications and 
submitted to either Department for evaluation 
for procurement. 

c. Prospective exporters of articles falling 
within the categories set out above which may 
possibly involve military secrets of interest to the 
national defense, or persons desirous of transmit- 
ting abroad information concerning such articles, 
should communicate with the Secretary of State 
in advance of the proposed transaction in order 
that he may be in a position to ascertain for the 
interested person whether or not military secrets 
are, in fact, involved therein. The articles upon 
which a determination is requested should be 
designated clearly and specifically, the type and 
model designations being included. Where ap- 
plicable, Army or Navy drawing numbers should 
be given, or detailed plans and specifications sub- 
mitted. 

(See sections 78.1-78.3, Ch. I, Title 22, Code of 
Federal Regulations.) 

63. Withholding Certain Patents in the In- 
terest of National Security: 

a. Whenever publication or disclosure by the 
grant of a patent on an invention in which the 
Government has a property interest might, in the 
opinion of the head of the interested Govern- 
ment agency, be detrimental to the national se- 
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curity, the Commissioner (of Patents) upon be- 
ing so notified shall order that the invention be 
kept secret and shall withhold the grant of a 
patent therefor under the conditions set forth 
hereinafter. 

b. Whenever the publication or disclosure 
of an invention by the granting of a patent, in 
which the Government does not have a property 
interest, might, in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioner be detrimental to the national security, 
he shall make the application for patent in which 
such invention is disclosed available for inspec- 
tion to the Atomic Energy Commission, the Sec- 
retary of Defense, and the chief officer of any 
other department or agency of the Government 
designated by the President as a defense agency 
for the United States. 

c. Each individual to whom the application 
is disclosed shall sign a dated acknowledgment 
thereof, which acknowledgment shall be entered 
in the file of the application. If, in the opinion 
of the Atomic Energy Commission, the Secretary 
of a Defense Department, or the chief officer 
of another department or agency so designated, 
the publication or disclosure of the invention by 
the granting of a patent therefor would be detri- 
mental to the national security, the Atomic 
Energy Commission, the Secretary of a Defense 
Department, or such other chief officer shall 
notify the Commissioner arid the Commissioner 
shall order that the invention be kept secret and 
shall withhold the grant of a patent for such pe- 
riod as the national interest requires, and notify 
the applicant thereof. Upon proper showing by 
the head of the department or agency who caused 
the secrecy order to be issued that the examina- 
tion of the application might jeopardize the na- 
tional interest, the Commissioner shall thereupon 
maintain the application in a sealed condition and 
notify the applicant thereof. The owner of an 
application which has been placed under a secrecy 
order shall have a right to appeal from the order 
to the Secretary of Commerce under rules pre- 
scribed by him. 

d. An invention shall not be ordered kept 
secret and the grant of a patent withheld for a 
period of not more than one year. The Commis- 
sioner shall renew the order at the end thereof, 
or at the end of any renewal period, for addi- 
tional periods of one year upon notification by 
the head of the department or the chief officer 
of the agency who caused the order to be issued 
that an affirmative determination has been made 
that the national interest continues so to require. 
An order in effect, or issued, during a time when 
the United States is at war, shall remain in effect 
for the duration of hostilities and one year fol- 
lowing cessation of hostilities. An order in ef- 


fect, or issued, during a national emergency de- 
clared by the President shall remain in effect 
for the duration of the national emergency and 
six months thereafter. The Commissioner may 
rescind any order upon notification by the heads 
of the departments and the chief officers of the 
agencies who caused the order to be issued that 
the publication or disclosure of the invention is 
no longer deemed detrimental to the national se- 
curity.

64. Patents and Inventions Pertaining to 
Military Utilization of Atomic Energy; 

a. No patent shall hereafter be granted for 
any invention or discovery which is useful solely 
in the utilization of special nuclear material or 
atomic energy in an atomic weapon. Any patent 
granted for any such invention or discovery is 
hereby revoked, and just compensation shall be 
made therefor. 

b. No patent hereafter granted shall confer 
any rights with respect to any invention or dis- 
covery to the extent that such invention or dis- 
covery is used in the utilization of special nu- 
clear material or atomic energy in atomic weap- 
ons. Any rights conferred by any patent here- 
tofore granted for any invention or discovery 
are hereby revoked to the extent that such inven- 
tion or discovery is so used, and just compensa- 
tion shall be made therefor. 

c. Any person who has made or hereafter 
makes any invention or discovery useful (1) in 
the production or utilization of special nuclear 
material or atomic ener^; (2) in the utilization 
of special nuclear material in an atomic weapon; 
or (3) in the utilization of atomic energy in an 
atomic weapon, shall file with the Commission 
a report containing a complete description thereof 
unless such invention or discovery is described 
in an application for a patent filed with the Com- 
missioner of Patents by such person within the 
time required for the filing of such report. The 
report covering any such invention or discovery 
shall be filed on or before whichever of the fol- 
lowing is the later; either the ninetieth day after 
completion of such invention or discovery ; or the 
ninetieth day after such person first discovers 
or first has reason to believe that such invention 
or discovery is useful in such production or utili- 
zation. 

d. The Commissioner of Patents shall no- 
tify the Commission of all applicationayfor pat- 
ents heretofore or hereafter filed which, in his 
opinion, disclose inventions or discoveries re- 
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quired to be reported under paragraph c, and (Section 151 Atomic Energy Act of 1954, Act
